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A professional set of scuba gear represents a substan- 
tial investment. Expensive precision equipment deser- 
ves the best CARE you can give it. Wenoka SEASTYLE 
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s diving competitive? Who is the ‘‘best’’ 

diver and what makes that person the 
best? Other sports have devised all sorts 
of games and tests to determine who is 
the fastest athlete or which is the stronger 
team. In baseball, the team with the most 
runs wins, period. And, it is the competi- 
tive spirit that encourages most people to 
participate in these sporis. After all, win- 
ning might not be everything, but—quick 
now—do you want to be on the winning 
team or the losing team? 

The competitive spirit is a strong moti- 
vating force in our lives outside of sports. 
Big houses, fast cars and fine clothes all 
point out that most of us don’t just want 
to “keep up with the Jones’’—we'd like to 
leave them in the dust! Competition 
drives our work lives as well, with mega- 
corporations through small businesses all 


competing in a day-to-day struggle to get 


to and remain on top. By and large, com- 
petition is a healthy, creative force. But, 
like all strong emotions, when it’s not 
kept in perspective it can be detrimental. 

What is competition's role in diving? As 
competitive people from other sports be- 
come divers they all face this dilemma. 
Just how do divers compete? The answer 
is, they don't. In the everyday activities of 
diving, there is no room for competition. 
This is a hard lesson for some competi- 
tive people to learn, but it is a valuable 
and perhaps lifesaving one. 

The history of diving has its dark side 


and most of this has to do with competi- | 


tion. In the early days, before scuba, 
there was breath-hold or free diving. 
Whoever could go deepest or stay down 


the longest was considered the “best” 


diver around. Of course. a few people 
died trying to be the best diver and we all 
learned that lesson the hard way. 

With scuba, it was once fashionable to 
dive very, very deep. People even at- 
tempted depths in excess of 400 feet, us- 


ing only standard scuba gear. What rec- — 


ords they actually set will never be 
known, since they never made It back to 
the surface. Divers learned that lesson 
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the hard way, too. Deep diving, driven on 
by the competitive urge to stand out from 
the average, is dangerous and absurd. lt 
has no place in recreational diving. 
These are the extreme historical exam- 
ples of how competition has damaged 


diving’s reputation in the past. But, in- 


stances of negative competition exist 
even today. A few examples are: 

1. Air Consumption Competition: 
Somehow, we've equated breathing as 
little air as possible with being good div- 
ers. And, while it’s true that experienced 
divers, by and large, do have better air 
consumption rates, it becomes a little ri- 
diculous to see divers holding their 
breath and skip breathing (both very dan- 
gerouse activities) so they can wave their 
pressure gauges around on the dive 


boat. The lesson here is clear: relax, 


breathe normally and don't run out of air! 

2. Dangerous Dives: Competition has 
put divers into situations they can't han- 
dle. Whether it’s surf, currents or depth, 
peer pressure and the competitive spirit 
can suddenly put you in a spot you can’t 
handle. You don't realize just how dan- 
gerous these situations can be until 
you ve been in one or two. The best les- 


son here is to increase your diving chal- 
~ lenges gradually and under the care and 


observation of a divemaster. lf you've 
never been on a 100 foot wall dive, speak 
up on the dive boat. lt sure beats trying 
to remember the out-of-air sign as you're 
slipping down the wall at 130 feet! 

There are some positive sides to com- 
petition. Competing against yourself to 
improve your skills and diving enjoyment 
is very healthy. Being better prepared 
each time you go diving is essential to 
long term enjoyment. 

Spearfishing provides competitive op- 


portunities in recreational diving. With 


spearfishing, it’s pretty easy to tell who 
wins: the one who gets the biggest fish or 
lobster! SKIN DIVER endorses game col- 
lecting and spearfishing, as long as it is 
done in areas where the fish/lobster pop- 
ulation is renewable. If spearfishing is 
prohibited, follow the laws to the letter! 
And, game collecting and spearfishing 
should never become so important that — 
you alter your dive profile and get into a 
dangerous situation. A lobster is not 
worth a case of decompression sickness! 

Underwater photography, perhaps 
best of all, embraces all of the non- 
competitive advantages of our recreation 
while still providing ample opportunity to 
display our talents and compare them to 
other divers. Best of all, that great photo 
you take can last forever and influence 
other folks to take up diving as well. Tak- 
ing a great photo is a combination of luck | 
and skill—and being in the right place at 
the right time helps! 

This month, SKIN DIVER highlights a 
unique and exciting event called the Ni- 
konos Shootout. It is, without a doubt, 
diving’s most exciting underwater photo _ 
event. It's designed for divers of all expe- 
rience levels and showers its winners 
with thousands of dollars in prizes.

us to compete against other divers but 
does not cause us to compete with death.

ARE THE U.S. NAVY DIVE TABLES OBSOLETE? 


™F'his issue of SKIN DIVER contains the 

first peek at PADI's revolutionary dive 
planner, The Wheel, based on the organi- 
zation’s new multilevel dive tables. At the 
same time it is making its debut at the 
1988 DEMA Show for dive store dealers 
and their scuba instructors. 

PADI has certainly made a bold and 
dashing move in diverging from the tradi- 
tional U.S. Navy dive tables. PADI com- 
missioned its own independent scientific 
research into no decompression diving, 
with a wide cross section of the sport div- 
er population (in age, sex and experi- 
ence) and utilizing the latest Doppler bub- 
ble detection instrumentation. 

Additional scientists and technicians 
were commissioned for the tasks of com- 
puting the new tables, designing a radi- 
cally new dive planner, and to double 
check the findings of the original work. 
The project took more than three years. 

But, when the new tables were com- 
pleted, PADI’s work was only half done. 
Next came the difficult task of developing 
a comprehensive, easy-to-understand 
program for teaching beginners how to 
operate the multilevel, no decompression 
dive planner for one, two or three dives 
per day. Finally, there was the costly and 
tedious task of rewriting all the PADI in- 
struction manuals, audio/visual pro- 
grams and instructor outlines to incorpo- 
rate this basic approach to no decom- 
pression diving. 

It was a monumental task that must 
have cost more than $250,000 in cash 


_ contracts and internal manpower. We ap-. 
_ plaud PAD! for moving mountains in or- 
der to help make sport diving safer and 


more convenient. 
What immediately comes to the minds 


of those who have been diving awhile is, 


“Are the U.S. Navy tables made obsolete 
by the advent of the new PADI tables?”’ 
And, if the answer is yes, then, ‘Have we 


been doing it wrong for all these years?” 


Before we rush to judgement on this 
question, let us first take an introspective 


- jook at ourselves. Most Americans (in- 


cluding this one) are seeking quick and 
simple answers. They see things as black 
or white, good or bad, right or wrong. 


- Raised on the spirit of competition (base- 


ball/football/boxing), they tend to feel 


~ there can only be one winner. The oth- © 
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er(s) must be losers. 

In diving, things don’t work quite the 
same way. Decompression is a good ex- 
ample. The U.S. Navy dive tables are not 
the only ball game in town. Other 
countries, such as Canada, France, the 
United Kingdom and Switzerland, have 
developed their own tables. While these 
may be different from the USN’s, they still 
work just as well and are quite safe. 

The same phenomenon has begun to 
occur in the United States. A number of 
private companies have devised their 
own no decompression, multilevel dive 
tables (actually algorithms) to be utilized 
in their underwater dive computers (i.e. 
Edge, Skinny Dipper, etc). 

Bearing this in mind, | think it is safe to 
say the U.S. Navy tables are not obso- 
lete. They represent one tested and prov- 
en method for computing bottom times 
and decompression stops (if required). 
We know the navy plans to continue us- 
ing them and it has a considerable popu- 
lation of divers. 

In addition, there are an estimated 
three million people who learned how to 
use the USN tables during basic scuba 
certification class. 

Now, let's consider the question, 
“Have we been doing it wrong all these 
years?’ lf the new PADI tables are so 
much better, have we been hurting our- 
selves by diving with the USN tables? 
Again the answer is no, provided you 
have been using the tables correctly. 

SKIN DIVER’s medical consultant, Dr. 
Fred Bove, has pointed out that the docu- 
mented rate of decompression sickness 
during a single U.S. Navy dive is .009 


percent. For all dives, including repetitive 
ones, saturation and others, the inci-. 


dence Is .038 percent. The old wive's tale 
about a 5 percent rate of error refers to 
ancient data from the 1920s and 1930s— 
before the dawn of scuba. 

Those who are using the USN tables 
need not panic. lf used correctly for each 
and every dive, they are quite safe. 

But, if the USN tables are so great, why 
did PADI spend so much time developing 
a new and different kind of dive table? 
The answer is: Because they were seek- 
ing a better and more convenient form of 
dive table that would be equally as safe 
or perhaps a little safer. 


The crux of the problem is that sport 
diving (and subsequent decompression) 
is different from military diving. Sport div- 
ers tend to move randomly in both hori- 
zontal and vertical directions, following a 
casual multilevel profile. Military divers 
generally make stationary dives to pre- 
scribed depths and with the surface sup- 
port of a supervisor, timekeeper, doctor, 
etc. Military and sport divers are miles 
apart on how and why they dive. 

For years sport divers have felt like 
prisoners of an inflexible, archaic set of 
tables that did not make allowances for 
multilevel excursions. Calculating no de- 
compression time limits using the deep- 
est point of the dive seemed to be an un- 
fair penalty and, there were no credits for 
time spent shallower. 

A few years ago we witnessed the de- 
velopment of miniaturized portable com- 
puters that could be taken underwater. It 
wasn't long before sport divers had their 
hands on a multilevel dive computer. Bot- 
tom times could now be optimized by bal- 
ancing a brief deep excursion with more 
time at shallower depths. 

lronically, the new multilevel dive ta- 
bles reduced maximum bottom time lim- 
its by five minutes or so, but they also 
shortened surface intervals and allowed 
more bottom time on repetitive dives. 
Sport divers could manage their dives 
much better and obtain far more enjoy- 
ment out of each day. 

PADI has taken this concept one step 
farther by introducing the world’s first 
multilevel, repetitive dive calculator—The 
Wheel. This inexpensive device allows 
the new diver to plan all his or her dives 
before ever getting into the water. He or 
she can work out as many as three multi- 
level dives, calculating the optimum 
depths, bottom times and surface inter- 
vals for the best possible diving day. It is 
a great way for a student to learn the con- 
cept of multilevel diving and work out 
practice examples. 

And, should the student eventually up- 
grade to an electronic dive computer, he 
or she will have a far better understand- 
ing of what that computer is supposed to 
do. More importantly, these people will 
not be totally machine dependent! They 
will have The Wheel as a safety backup.

Weightbelt Usage 


1. B. Establish neutral buoyancy, or 
C. Offset positive buoyancy. Some 
divers are under the impression that 
weights are to get them down or hold 
them down, so they use much more 
weight than necessary. A properly 
weighted diver can descend only after 
a complete exhalation. Avoid excessive 
weighting. 


2. A. With the wearer’s right hand. A 
right hand release is specified for 
weightbelts even if the diver is left 
handed. Emergency procedures dictate 
the need for this standardization. All 
weightbelts should be able to be re- 
leased in the same way. A good way 
to ensure a right hand release is to al- 
ways don a weightbelt with the end 
without the buckle held in the right 
hand. 


3. A, B, C and D. It is important to 
keep weights from shifting because it 
affects their balance on the diver and 
can lead to weightbelt rotation. This can 
make it impossible to locate the quick- 
release and will also affect the diver’s 
trim in the water. If weights are not 
locked onto the belt, they can be lost 
when handling it. To look and dive bet- 
ter, lock your weights in place. 


4. A. Allow two inches of webbing 
for each weight to be added. The 
amount of excess strap on a buckled 
weightbelt should not exceed six 
inches. When setting up a weightbelt, 
allow six inches of excess plus two 
inches for each weight. This will allow 
the belt to be set up faster and easier 
than the trial and error approach. 


5. Shot filled. A shot filled belt is 
more comfortable and is less likely to 
cause damage or injury. Weight keep- 
ers are not required and the shot shifts 
very little owing to the compartmental- 
ized design. A disadvantage of shot 
filled belts is the inability to easily vary 
the amount of weight to be worn. 
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6. A. Add weight equal to 2.5 
percent of the total weight of 
yourself and your equipment, or C. 
Add weight equal to the difference 
in weight of the displaced water for 
saltwater versus fresh. If a diver and 
equipment weighing 197 pounds are 
neutrally buoyant in fresh water, neutral 
buoyancy can be determined by calcu- 
lating the diver’s displacement (three 
cubic feet) and figuring the difference 
in buoyancy for saltwater displacement 
(five pounds). Or, the difference can be 


_ obtained by multiplying 197 by 2.5 per- 


cent (the approximate difference in 
buoyancy between fresh and saltwa- 
ter). 


7. C. Unacceptable for use by 
recreational divers. Weightbelt har- 
nesses are good for commercial appli- 
cations where air is supplied from the 
surface, communications are possible 
and loss of weights is hazardous. 
These circumstances differ markedly 
from recreational diving. When large 
amounts of weight are required by a 
diver, other alternatives, such as 
weight distribution in a variety of loca- 
tions, should be considered rather than 
a weight harness. 


8. B. False. “Put the weightbelt on 
last” is an old saying that isn’t correct. 
Divers don mask, gloves and fins as 
the final items of equipment. With mod- 
ern jacket-type buoyancy compensa- 
tors, it is easier to don the belt before 
donning the scuba unit. This is accept- 
able. The important criteria is that the 
weightbelt be clear for ditching. 


9. D. All of the above. Simply releas- 
ing a weightbelt may not result in the 
weights being ditched. As the webbing 
passes through the buckle, it may pull 
the flap closed and partially lock the 
release again. Also, the weightbelt can 
hang up on many items when released. 
It is important to pull the free end of 
the belt clear of the buckle and then to 
pull the entire belt clear of the body 
before discarding it. 


10. C. Of the physical/ 
psychological aspects. When the 
hands of a diver in distress come up 
into a ““dog-paddle” position, the diver 
will not put them back down. Reason- 
ing is replaced with instinct at this 
point. A diver with a problem must take 
action to establish buoyancy before 
logical action is no longer possible. 
Divers know how to ditch weightbelts, 
but they may not know when. Decide 
now to establish buoyancy whenever a 
problem cannot be immediately over- 
come. 


11. B. False. It is not appropriate to 
wear the same amount of weight for all 
depths, but it seems that most divers 
do. Compensating for lost buoyancy 
owing to suit compression may allow a 
diver to achieve neutral buoyancy at 
depth, but trim is incorrect because the 
air in the BC lifts the diver’s head and 
forces him or her to plow through the 
water at an angle. Weight yourself for 
the dive. Use clip-on weights for deep- 
er dives and leave them on the an- 
chorline at depth. 


12. D. All of the above. A good diver 
handles equipment well. To look good, 
learn how to roll into your weightbelt in 
the water. Once the belt is in place, 
assume a horizontal, face down posi- 
tion. This keeps tension off the release 
while you secure it. Learn how to 
thread the end of the belt through the 
buckle without looking while wearing 
gloves. If you are unfamiliar with them 
an instructor can show you all these 
tricks in your next continuing education 
course. 


13. D. A or C but not B. The recom- 
mended way to don a weightbelt on 
land is to hold one end of it in each 
hand and step through it. This prevents 
twists in the belt, allows it to slip natu- 
rally into place as you bend forward, 
etc. An acceptable alternative is for 
your buddy to position the belt for you 
and hold the weights in place while you 
secure the release. 


Do you give as much attention to your weightbelt as it deserves? Is the 
excess webbing six inches or less? Are the weights locked in place, yet 
easily changeable? Are the weights equally divided and placed just for- 
ward of each hip? Does your belt compensate for suit compression? Do 
you always use a right hand release? Do you change the amount of 
weight for deeper dives or for changes in water density? Can you han- 
dle your weightbelt in the water as described? Have you practiced 
weightbelt removal and replacement in the water lately? Do you dive 
with the minimum amount of weight needed to achieve neutral buoyan- 
cy? If you can answer yes to all these questions, you did well on this 
quiz and you are quite likely a very good diver. If you learned a thing 
or two from this quiz, imagine how much you will learn in an advanced 


diving course.

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he pallbearers wore top hats and bow 

ties, while kerosene lanterns burned 
brightly on the sides of the antique, 
horse-drawn hearse that carried two uni- 
dentified victims of a 1903 shipwreck to 
their final resting place. Skeletons of the 
two crewmen, killed when the Erie L. 
Hackley went down, were buried in a 
turn-of-the-century style service that dou- 
bled as a memorial to hundreds of sailors 
from Door County, Wisconsin who 
perished in Great Lakes shipwrecks. 

The Hackley was ferrying passengers 
and goods between Menominee, Michi- 
gan and Egg Harbor, Wisconsin when a 
sudden storm struck and sank her in 
Green Bay, October 3, 1903. Eleven of 
the 18 officers and crew were lost. John 
Groenfeldt, retired Moravian Church pas- 
tor and president of the Door County His- 
torical Society, says it wasn’t unusual for 
all hands to be lost in many Great Lakes 
disasters of the late 1800s. 

Commercial divers found the two skel- 
etons while attempting to raise the Hack- 
ley. Their efforts failed, but the skeletons 
were kept at a local mortuary until proper 
burial arrangements could be made. 
While historians and distant relatives of 
the lost seamen looked on, the Reverend 
Groenfeldt prayed: ‘‘Dear God, we are 
gathered here in memorial not only to 
sailors who lost their lives on the ship 
Hackley, but also to everybody else who 
went down with their ships in Door Coun- 
ty waters.” 

Allen Ward, Welland, Ontario published 
a fascinating article in American Philate- 
list Magazine about a postage stamp that 
saved a ship. In 1920, a United States 
ship, the Esperance out of Gloucester, 
won a decisive victory in an international 
race for deepsea fishing schooners off 
Nova Scotia. Not willing to swallow the 
bitter pill of defeat, Canadian fishermen 
laid immediate plans to build a ship that 
would return the coveted trophy to Nova 
Scotia. One year later they launched the 
Bluenose, owned and captained by An- 
gus Walters. 

In 1921, after a successful season of 
fishing off the Grand Banks, the Bluenose 
beat the American ship, E/sie and 
brought the international trophy to Nova 
Scotia. She did so well in succeeding 
years that the government issued a 50 
cent commemorative stamp featuring the 
Bluenose in action in one of its races. 
Captain Walters accepted invitations to 
sail in Chicago’s Century of Progress Ex- 
position in 1933 and in England's Silver 
Anniversary celebration of the coronation 
of King George V in 1935. The Bluenose 
won her final international race in 1938 
when schooners were being replaced by 
large diesel trawlers. By 1939, the Blue- 
nose retired from competition to entertain 
tourists (one of whom was Allen Ward) on 
all-day excursions out of Halifax. 

At the onset of World War II she sat idle 
at the dock for two years and then was 
sold to a Caribbean freight company. The 
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A 50 cent Canadian stamp was issued to commemorate the Bluenose, which won many 
deepsea fishing schooner races from 1921-1938. Schooner beer also honored her. 


Bluenose island-hopped for four years 
until 1946 when she struck a coral reef 
off Haiti and sank. The captain and crew 
escaped and the story might have ended 
here except for an unusual experience by 
Allen Ward and the Bluenose comme- 
morative stamp. 

In 1954 a Canadian brewery commis- 
sioned an advertising agency where 
Ward worked to design a label for their 
lager beer. Ward toyed with a lot of 
names, but he couldn't find anything 
catchy. He was ready to chuck the whole 
project when he spotted the 50 cent Ca- 
nadian issue of the Bluenose while sort- 
ing through a box of junk. The schooner 
touched off memories of his grandfather 
talking about drinking schooners of beer 
in the good old days. Thus Schooner 
Beer was born and praise was heaped 
upon Ward. The artist’s rendition of the 
label won a top design award in 1956. 

The brewery owners capitalized on the 


Bluenose as a further means of promot- 
ing their product by building a replica in 
1963. Captain Walters died in 1968 at 
age 8/7, but lived long enough to sail 
aboard Bluenose //. The ship became a 
goodwill ambassador for Nova Scotia 
and hosted the Montreal Expo in 1967 
when more than one million visitors 
toured her. Plans for a Bluenose /// are in 
the making as memories and the legend 
live on—all because of a postage stamp 
and Allen Ward's ingenuity. 

But that’s not the end of the story. Ca- 
nadian diver Dan Wellington thinks he 
has found the wreck of the Bluenose in 
shallow water off Haiti. He wants to raise 
the ship and return it to its home province 
as soon as he proves its authenticity. 
Wellington, an official with a Darthmouth, 
Nova Scotia marketing firm, says there 
are four other wrecks in the area and he 
has to measure the keel and check other

and one minute time increments to mini- 
mize unnecessary rounding off penalties. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE WHEEL 

The idea of the Wheel was conceived 
in 1984 when Dr. Raymond E. Rogers 
recognized the differences between rec- 
reational dive profiles and the military/ 
commercial profiles for which the navy ta- 
bles were designed. Dr. Rogers, along 
with many other hyperbaric experts and 
table designers, realized that new, spe- 
cially designed recreational dive tables 
were needed for both multilevel capability 
and for additional conservatism. 

Computer research led Dr. Rogers to 
conclude that a 60 minute halftime tissue 
more appropriately applies to recreation- 
al dives (as Compared to the navy’s 120 
minute tissue) and that multilevel diving 
would be feasible with a new approach to 
table formats. His research developed in- 
to the revolutionary Wheel.

Working with Dr. Rogers, Diving Sci- 
ence & Technology (DSAT—a corporate 
affiliate of International PADI, Inc.), con- 
tracted Karl Huggins, a dive table engi- 
neer affiliated with the University of Michi- 
gan, to independently confirm Dr. 
Rogers’ calculations, act as a consultant 
and review table data. Dr. Michael 
Powell, director of the Department of Hy- 
perbaric Physiology at IAPM, was con- 
tracted to perform comprehensive testing 
on Dr. Rogers’ concepts in the largest hy- 
perbaric and open water test program ev- 
er conducted specifically for sport divers. 

The protocols and procedures Dr. 
Powell used were reviewed and found 
appropriate by the Divers Alert Network 
(DAN). (DAN points out that this kind of 
research is both difficult and complex 
and that there is always some uncertainty 
as to what constitutes optimal testing. 
However, the research by Dr. Powell falls 
within reasonable testing parameters, 
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based on current knowledge.) 

Dr. Powell's tests confirmed Dr. 
Rogers’ choice of a 60 minute tissue for 
The Wheel: There were no incidents of 
decompression sickness. Fewer than 
seven percent of the profiles even pro- 
duced nonsymptomatic silent bubbles; 
those that did produced the very low mi- 
croscopic levels that are seldom associ- 
ated with decompression sickness. 

Testing was completed in October 
1987; DSAT introduced The Wheel at the 
DEMA Show, January 28, 1988, with PA- 
DI as exclusive distributor. 
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MORE CONSERVATIVE 
NITROGEN LEVELS, LONGER 
BOTTOM TIMES 

Not only does The Wheel use a faster 
tissue than the navy tables, but the maxi- 
mum nitrogen level permitted in that tis- 
sue is more conservative. This means 
that a single depth no decompression 
limit is shorter on The Wheel than on the 
navy tables with an increased safety mar- 
gin, but there is correspondingly a more 
generous repetitive dive time. The multi- 
level capability of The Wheel adds still 
more bottom time.

Learning to use The Wheel is no more 
difficult (and most people find it easier) 
than learning to use conventional tables. 
After a couple of practice problems, 
either with the detailed instructions in the 
owner's manual or under the supervision 
of a certified scuba instructor, most div- 
ers find they can calculate their dive pro- 
files as fast, if not faster, than when using 
conventional tables. 

Side one of The Wheel is used for de- 
termining no-decompression limits on 
single and repetitive dives. It also pro- 
vides limits for each level on a multilevel 
dive and the ending pressure group letter 
at the end of a dive. 

Side one is set either by dialing the 
depth into a window or (on repetitive 
dives) a scale over the printed curve for 
the desired depth. The diver then swings 
a cursor over the curve to read the no de- 
compression limits and get a pressure 
group letter after a dive. Because The 
Wheel is calibrated with five foot depth 
and one minute time increments, unnec- 
essary rounding off is minimized. 

When using The Wheel to calculate a 
repetitive dive for the first time, the diver 
may notice that residual nitrogen time 
seems to be missing. Actually, residual 
nitrogen time is there—it’s just incorporat- 
ed into The Wheel’s design, making re- 
petitive dive time limits adjust automati- 
cally. This eliminates the math necessary 
with conventional tables. Another differ- 
ence is the number of repetitive groups: 
The Wheel lists 26 groups, A through Z, 
compared to the navy tables, which have 
16 groups, A through O plus Z (O and Z 
appear primarily on decompression dives 
in the navy tables). 

In planning multilevel dives, the diver 
uses the cursor and curves to determine 
the maximum allowable times for each 
depth. The diver records the planned 
times for each level on the waterproof 
Data Carrier to be taken for reference 
during the dive. Multilevel profiles move 
from deep to shallow, but not vice-versa. 

Side two is used to determine surface 
interval credit. The diver locates the pres- 
sure group letter from the first dive at the 
edge of The Wheel, then dials in his/her 
surface interval. A new pressure group 
letter is read from a curve inside.

of nitrogen, and the next dive isn't con- 
sidered repetitive, thanks to faster nitro- 
gen elimination based on the 60 minute 
tissue parameter. 


DIVING THE WHEEL 

PADI emphasizes that The Wheel was 
designed for planning, including multilev- 
el dives. This sets The Wheel apart from 
diving computers, in that exactly how 
much time will be available at each depth 
level throughout the dive can be deter- 
mined. Before a dive, most computers 
can tell the user how much time is avail- 
able at a specific depth, but they cannot 
tell, for example, the maximum allowable 
time at 60 feet after 15 minutes at 95. Al- 
though all dives should be preplanned, 
PADI recommends that divers carry The 
Wheel and the Data Carrier while diving, 
in case a deviation from the plan requires 
recalculation to prevent accidentally ex-

Decompression Computers 


This month's article is written by Craig 
Barshinger, who originated the concept 
and developed the Edge decompression 
computer. In March of this year, we brief- 
ly discussed some experiences of diving 
physicians with the Edge. Barshinger 
provides some futher details and con- 
cepts about this device....Fred Bove, 
M.D., Ph.D. 


he dive computer is radically chang- 

ing the way we dive, allowing profiles 
sometimes longer and sometimes shorter 
than those permitted by the U.S. Navy ta- 
bles. Here is a discussion about the Edge 
dive computer, looking at how and why it 
works and at the experience of one-half 
million open water dives. 

The Edge is an instrument | invented 
and developed with Karl Huggins and 
James Fulton, both dedicated sport div- 
ers. It was originally conceived to meet 
the needs of guides in the Virgin Islands, 
who do many repetitive dives to varying 
depths, day after day. The Edge is manu- 
factured by Orca Industries, a company 
we Started from scratch in order to bring 
the same abilities to all divers. So far 
there are 6,000+ Edges in the field, with 
more than 500,000 dives logged. Since 
it calculates tissue nitrogen levels contin- 
uously, divers using this computer can 
determine decompression from the actu- 
al dive profile and are not forced to use 
maximum depth and total bottom time. 

There have been 14 cases of bends re- 
ported while properly using the Edge. 
(Cases are tracked through DAN and di- 
rect contact with Orca). This represents a 
0.028 percent bends rate. While this 
number is small, it is nevertheless inter- 
esting to look at the possible causes of 
these 14 cases. [The U.S. Navy bends 
rate is less than this at .009 percent for 
no decompression dives, and compa- 
rable at .038 percent for decompression 
dives—F.B.]. 

The factors we considered in analyzing 
the cases were 1) Use of staged decom- 
pression, 2) Cold, 3) Exertion, 4) Age, 5) 
Being close to no-decompression limits, 
6) Being female, 7) Fast ascent rate, 8) 
Dehydration, 9) Use of a decongestant, 
10) Obesity. 
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Staged decompression and hard exer- 
tion both figured in five cases. Clearly, it 
is wise to avoid both in our diving prac- 
tices whenever possible. 

There was much uncertainty in reports 
of ascent rates. Except in one case of a 
drysuit “blow-up” from depth, it was not 
clear how ascent rate affected the bends 
incidence. Most victims were not sure 
how fast they ascended. (With the Edge 
it is very important to ascend at 20 fsw 
per minute during the last 60 feet). 

Being chilled during the dive figured in 
one case. Dehydration was a definite fac- 
tor in two cases and may have occurred, 
undocumented, in others where compe- 
tent medical care was not sought. 

Four of the divers were women. One 
was not actually wearing the Edge, but 
accompanied someone who was. 

Being more than 55 years of age or

obese did not figure prominently; there 
was only one occurrence of each. 
Surprisingly, in at least two cases de- 
congestants were being used and there 
seemed to be no other predisposing 
causes. Could it be that decongestants 
alter nitrogen uptake and release? Per- 
haps we should look at the effects of lo- 
cal decongestants such as Afrin as op- 
posed to systemic decongestants such 
as Sudafed. [There is no evidence for this 


effect from decongestants—F.B.] 

Being close to the no decompression 
limit did not figure prominently, but it ap- 
pears that being close just prior to begin- 
ning a direct ascent to the surface could 
be problematic. Along with that, square 
dive profiles calculated with the Edge ap- 
pear more dangerous than multilevel 
dives where a gradual ascent was made 
during the dive. 

The safety record is excellent and, for 
multilevel diving, Edge dive times are 
greatly extended over navy table times. 
Let’s review how this is accomplished. 


HOW AND WHY IT WORKS 

The Edge is an electronic computer 
that measures depth and time every three 
seconds and calculates the amount of ni- 
trogen that has been picked up (or lost) 
from the body’s tissues. This is shown 
graphically on a liquid crystal display 
along with the permitted limit for each tis- 
sue. There are 12 tissues shown, with the 
fastest being at the left and the slowest at 
the right. For example, lung tissue is a 
fast tissue, muscle and viscera are inter- 
mediate tissues, and fat and bone are 
slow tissues. There are actually no clear- 
cut distinctions between tissues; they 
blend together in a spectrum like the col- 
ors in a rainbow. What differentiates 
these tissues is the speed at which they 
take on or give off nitrogen when the ap- 
plied pressure (i.e. depth) changes. This 
speed is expressed as a half-time. The 
Edge calculates theoretical nitrogen par- 
tial pressure in tissues with half-times 
from 5-480 minutes. This means that if 
you were at 100 feet, it would take the 5 
minute tissue only 5 minutes to reach 50 
feet equivalent nitrogen pressure. It 
would take the 480 minute tissue a full 
480 minutes, or 8 hours, to reach 50 feet 
of nitrogen pressure. Each tissue is con- 
stantly in motion, moving either up or 
down, trying to get to the exact level of 
the Depth Bar. They move independently 
at their own rate. While this is only a sim- 
ulation of what is happening in the body, 
it produces long but safe dive profiles, 
which is what we are striving for. 

You are in a no decompression status 
as long as the nitrogen pressure for all 
tissues is above (shallower than) the Limit 
Line. If any bar gets too close, you can 
actually pull it away by ascending! The 
Depth Bar positioned shallower than the 
offending Tissue Bar will ‘‘tug’’ it away, 
giving more dive time. 

While it is advantageous to be able to 
visualize and control nitrogen levels, it is 
equally important to Know your Remain- 
ing No Decompression Time (RNDT) at 
any point in the dive. This is simply the 
amount of time until any tissue partial 
pressure crosses the limit line displayed 
by the Edge. The RNDT is continuously 
recalculated and displayed on the bottom 
line, with a “‘+°’ sign showing you still 
have remaining time (a ‘‘—’’ sign indi-

Most standard rules and recommenda- 
tions regarding rates of ascent, making 
deep dives first and safety stops are the 
same when diving with The Wheel.

ceeded, in all cases the diver makes an 
8 minute stop at 15 feet. Following a dive 
requiring decompression, the diver must 
wait six hours before diving again. 


CONCLUSIONS 

The Wheel offers divers a way to safely 
increase their bottom time through multi- 
level profiles and more generous repeti- 
tive dives, while maintaining conservative 
body nitrogen levels and reducing sur- 
face intervals. 

The Wheel is not quite as versatile as 
a dive computer. A computer permits the 
diver to ascend and descend at will while 
multilevel diving; The Wheel does not 
permit a diver to descend to a deeper 
depth after ascending to a shallower 
depth, but it does permit the diver to pre- 
plan the time limits for each level before 
the dive. Also, The Wheel, of course, 
doesn't require battery changes. (For div- 
ers using dive computers, The Wheel

THE VIDEOCAMERA 
AS A DIVE BUDDY 


TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY

ince your diving buddy purchased 

that U/W video camera, he has been 
a pain. You can no longer enjoy your dive 
because he has bombarded you with di- 
rections on what to do and how to pose, 
and has told you repeatedly not to look at 
the camera. And, if you can't look at him 
(because his eye is usually close to the 
viewfinder), how can you dive as a safe 
buddy team? If you've had these prob- 
lems—and would like to throttle your U/W 
videographer dive buddy—this lesson is 
for both of you. 


BUDDY WITH THE CAMERA 

Pretend that the U/W video camera is 
your dive buddy. Look at the camera and 
make gestures to it as if it were a person. 
This novel approach may sound crazy, 
but it could save a diving relationship. 

Look at the video camera anytime you 
would normally look at your dive buddy. 
Remember: The camera /s your dive bud- 
dy! Use the same gestures and body lan- 
guage you would use with another diver. 

We discovered this approach out of ne- 
cessity: A small tugboat, the Anna Marie, 
had sunk near George Town Harbour, 
Grand Cayman and we knew the Atlantis 
submarine cruised by the tug twice each 
afternoon. Jim planned to shoot an U/W 
sequence showing two divers exploring 
the sunken tug and their surprised reac- 
tion to the passing submarine. All our 
plans were made; but just before the 
shoot, one of Jim’s models had to leave 
the island. As we had already arranged 
for a boat and time was getting short, we 
decided Cathy would ‘‘buddy”’ with Jim’s 
camera. To make sure we both under- 
stood the plan, we made a simple shoot- 
ing script (a list of shots) on a dive slate. 


THE OPENING SCENE 

Because we wanted to concentrate on 
the U/W action, we bypassed the topside 
scenes and began with an U/W scene 
showing Cathy swimming toward the 
sunken tug. Jim had Cathy approach 
from the right side of the frame because 
the larger subject (the tug) on the left 
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In this shot (taken from inside the cabin) Cathy exits the tug. 


gave the viewer left-to-right eye travel— 
from the tug to the approaching diver. 

Swimming in as smoothly as he could, 
Jim moved from a long distance shot to 
a medium distance shot. Cathy ap- 
proached the port side door to the wheel- 
house, stopped and turned to her buddy 
(the camera) and beckoned it to join her. 
Then, turning away from her buddy, she 
entered the wheelhouse. 


BUILDING THE STORY 

Now that the basic location and the two 
divers were established, we wanted to 
create some action. Simply swimming 
around a small, desolate tug wouldn't 
hold a viewer's interest very long. 

After entering the wheelhouse, Cathy 
looked directly at her buddy through a 
large window and, with a movement of 
her head, signaled ‘“‘come on in.” At this 
point Jim changed camera angle to show 
a view of Cathy through the open door- 
way. Cathy looked around inside the 
wheelhouse and made an exciting dis- 
covery, which she held up for her buddy 
to see. Moving in for a close-up shot of 
Cathy’s find, her buddy saw that she was 
holding the ship’s ‘‘silver.’’ Actually, we 
created this episode by writing the tug’s 
name, Anna Marie, on plastic utensils. 

To resolve finding the ship’s silver in 
the wheelhouse, and to get on with the 
video story, Jim shot a medium distance 
shot of Cathy swimming out of the star- 
board wheelhouse door. Then, moving 
around to the starboard bow, he shot an 
overlap of Cathy exiting the wheelhouse. 


THE MAIN ACTION 

Up to now, all of the scenes were just 
buildup to the main action—we didn't 
want to jump into our main action too 
quickly. It's the same as relaxing with 
appetizers, soup and salad before enjoy- 
ing the main course of a fine meal. 

We knew the submarine would pass by 
so its passengers could view the sunken

tug. And, our main action would be for 
Cathy to look up and discover the large 
submarine gliding by. Jim started with a 
long distance shot of Cathy swimming 
around the stern and port side of the tug; 
then she turned excitedly to look back at 
her buddy as she pointed at the subma- 
rine. She then swam clear of the tug and 
approached the sub, again glancing back 
at her buddy and pointing to the subma- 
rine. As the sub turned so its starboard 
side passengers could view the tug, Ca- 
thy concentrated on looking at the pas- 
sengers through the sub’s portholes. One 
small boy made the V sign with two fin- 
gers and Cathy made his day by return- 
ing the gesture. 


ENDING THE STORY 
We didn’t want to end the story with the 
sub simply gliding off into the distant 
blue. Rather, we wanted the ending to be 
more personal for the viewer.

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ne of the principal objectives of 

Technifacts is to present information 
pertaining to new or improved equip- 
ment, material or techniques that may be 
of use to divers and others involved in 
marine environmental disciplines. The ef- 
forts of scientists and sport divers to learn 
what lies at the bottom of earthly waters 
have been frustratingly slow and often in- 
complete. Unless very shallow and clear, 
the surface of the water is an opaque win- 
dow, hiding resources and treasures 
from view. This Technifacts reviews how 
that window has been opened. 

Less than a century ago an oceano- 
gapher, navigator or diver who wanted to 
find the depth of water lowered a lead 
weighted sounding line to the bottom and 
read the depth off the marked line. This 
was sometimes accurate to within ten 





percent. If the type of bottom was of inter- 
est, the sounding lead was ‘‘armed’”’ by 
hollowing out the bottom and filling the 
hole with tallow. Some of the bottom ma- 
terial became embedded in this sub- 
stance and indicated the nature of the 
bottom at the tiny spot where the lead 
had landed. What the bottom was like 
one-half foot or one-half mile away re- 
mained unknown. 

Then came electronic depth indicators. 
These were not a very great improve- 
ment. The lead line had simply been re- 
placed with a beam of sound that struck 
the bottom directly beneath the transduc- 
er and was reflected back to an amplifier 
where the half-time of travel was mea- 
sured and converted to feet or fathoms. 
Later the measurements were recorded 
on a chart and depth indicators became 


depth recorders. The cone of sound did 
give a little more coverage of the bottom 
than the sounding lead and, with operator 
experience, a depth recording could lead 
to some conclusions about the nature of 
the bottom. But, the opaque window was 
still closed. 

About 40 years ago sonar was devel- 
oped. Basically, the transducer of a depth 
recorder was turned to transmit the cone 
of sound horizontally. Echoes from ob- 
jects were indicated on a scope or chart. 
In some systems the transducers could 
be rotated in a full circle for search and 
for obtaining range and bearings of ob- 
jects for navigation or for military pur- 
poses. Similar systems mounted beneath 
ships or in submarines could act as pas- 
Sive devices to listen to normal environ-

The 
company knows we are not content to 
dress in basic black day after diving day. 
We look for style and color in all of our 
equipment and fins are no exception. The 
Mini Liberators have a pleasing shape 
and will be a pretty complement to the 
rest of your gear. The foot pocket is gray, 
the blades come in pink or royal blue. 

Of course, the bottom line in a fin is 
performance and | doubt the Mini Libera- 
tor will disappoint. The elastomer blade is 
hydrodynamically designed to cut 
smoothly through the water. Side ribs 
provide strength and channel water effi- 
ciently. Vertical stabilizers on each side 
of the blade tip reduce sideslip. Vents re- 
duce water resistance on the upkick and 
increase efficiency on the down- 
kick."‘Snappy’’ is the word that came to 
mind when | tried the Mini Liberators. The 
blade is stiff but flexible, providing a pow- 
er kick without tiring. 

The footpocket is designed to fit a 
woman's foot; it is narrower and has a 
higher arch. It is also an elastomer, but 
it's softer than the blade and quite com- 
fortable. Twin slots in the toe section pro- 
vide water drainage. Ridges on the un- 
derside help provide secure footing, even 
on slippery boat decks. 

As you would expect, plastic fins re- 
quire little care. There are no metal parts 
on the Liberators so there can be no cor- 
rosion. A good freshwater rinse at the 
end of the diving day will eliminate salt 
crystals and keep straps and buckles 
functioning smoothly. Don’t store these 
fins where they will be subjected to ex- 
cess heat because this can cause distor- 
tion. And, insert the plastic forms that 
come with the fins in the footpockets dur- 
ing storage. 

Small in size, the Mini Liberators are 
long on performance, style and user 
friendly features. They come in one size, 
which will fit bootie clad female feet in 
shoe sizes four through nine. A pair sells 
for $70.

he ugly duckling has become a swan! 

The last bastion of function over form 
has fallen. The weightbelt has become a 
fashion statement. 

When | think of a weightbelt, | think of 
something like mine: equipped with large, 
knarly, scratched, gray lead blocks. | 
know there are other types of belts—l’ve 
even tested a couple. And, | know col- 
ored weights aren’t new. However, Sea 
Pearls have gone earlier colored weights 
two better—offering better coating and 
fantasy shapes. 

Sea Pearls weights are coated with a 
tough, .075 inch thick vinyl. It is chemical- 
ly bonded on to the lead to prevent peel- 
ing, chipping, cracking or separation. The 
coating has a textured matte finish that 
produces a rich luster.

One thing for sure—there 
will be plenty of ‘‘schooners’’ raised to 
toast the resurrection of the ship that was 
saved by a stamp.

1881 for M.D. Carrington, the Dows was 
later purchased by the Corrigan Line of 
Cleveland.

Jim moved in for a close-up shot of Ca- 
thy holding up her pressure gauge so her 
dive buddy could see she was low on air. 
Jim then moved back for a medium dis- 
tance shot of Cathy giving her buddy the 
thumb up signal to return to the surface, 
followed by a long distance shot of her 
swimming to the anchorline. He ended 
the story with another long distance shot 
of Cathy giving the universal OK signal 
with thumb and forefinger to let her buddy 
know she was OK and had enjoyed the 
dive. The ending implied the viewer had 
actually made the dive with Cathy. 


PLANNING YOUR VIDEO STORY 


You don’t need sunken tugs or sub- 
marines to get your dive buddy and TV 
viewer involved in your U/W video movie. 
Simply record a dive and try to create 
some action. Generally, if you have more 
than one action you can shoot, begin with 
the weakest and build up to the strongest. 

The model needs to remember a few 
simple tips: 

1. Look at the camera, smile at it and 
make gestures at it as if it were a person. 
Yes, this will take some practice. 


2. Don’t swim too fast. Otherwise all .

cates decompression debt during a de- 
compression dive). 

Other information shown on the display 
includes the temperature, a ceiling for de- 
compression stops, the depth and the 
current dive time. 

The tissue calculations in the Edge are 
essentially the same as those used by 
Haldane in his pioneering decompres- 
sion research and by generations of sub- 
sequent decompression researchers. 
But, there are two important differences. 

We departed from the past practices 
by tracking the longer tissue half-times 
the navy did not consider and by backing 
off from the limits used in the construction 
of the navy tables. This allowed the Edge 
to retain the simplicity of the time-tested 


_ Haldanian formulae, yet it would never 
' produce unsafe profiles. And, it would be 


totally free of dependence on maximum 
depth or total bottom time! 

The Edge limits were based on previ- 
Ous studies using ultrasonic bubble de- 
tectors and were designed to prevent the 
formation of detectable silent bubbles. 
Studies have shown that divers surfacing 
from a dive to the exact limits of the navy 
tables sometimes exhibited significant si- 
lent bubbles. [Navy divemasters move to 
a more conservative table when a diver 
is at the limits of a table—thus the low 
bends rate in the Navy—F.B.]. Silent bub- 
bles mean that, though present in a div- 
er’s circulatory system, they do not cause 
apparent harm. Navy tables were estab- 
lished simply to avoid bends. The repeti- 
tive tables were empirically adjusted after 
many years of experience to reduce the 
bends incidence. Ultrasonic bubble de- 
tectors were unavailable then. Could it be 
that the presence of silent bubbles was 
somehow interfering with the off-gassing 
of nitrogen during the surface interval? 

Dr. Merrill Spencer, a pioneer in this 
work, determined that by cutting back 
from the navy limits slightly, divers could 
surface with no detectable bubbles. Karl 
Huggins hence created new permitted 
tissue saturation values, which form the 
position of the limit line on the Edge. 

| felt that by minimizing silent bubbles, 
the nitrogen would flow in and out in a 
simple, predictable fashion. Once bub- 
bles grow to a size where they can block 
capillary blood flow and initiate the action 
of blood clotting factors, the simplicity is 
lost and the inherent biological variability 
between individual divers becomes sig- 
nificant. We wanted to avoid the subclini- 
cal physiological insult to the body that 
navy tables permit. And, all it would cost 
US was a reduction in the dive time for 
square (single depth) dive profiles. 

In return, what did we get? For one 
thing, we got multilevel credit. You can 
Start a dive at 140 feet and work your way 
up over an hour! It is equally possible to 











start shallow and go progressively deep- 
er, although this would yield less no de- 
compression time by about 20 minutes. 

The second benefit from no-bubble lim- 
its is more generous surface interval 
time. The navy repet tables are stingy, but 
the navy chose this conservative ap- 
proach to maintain a low bends inci- 
dence. With the Edge, if no bubbles are 
present, the nitrogen leaves more effi- 
ciently. Thus, you can go back in the wa- 
ter sooner. 

Aside from the no-bubble limits, the 
other key to the Edge’s safety is the inclu- 
sion of very slow tissues. The navy tables 
stop at a 120 minute half-time, whereas 
the Edge goes to 480 minutes. According 
to the 120 minute navy method, all nitro- 
gen is essentially gone after only 12 
hours and you can dive as if it is your first 
dive. This is unsafe. Multi-day diving can 
produce significant bends, especially 
with 20-40 foot dives, which pack the 
slow tissues such as fat and bone with ni- 
trogen! You are not “‘clean’’ after 12 
hours. The Edge will often show residual 
nitrogen even 24 hours or more after the 
last dive. It can thus safely track and pro- 
tect your slow tissues over periods of 
days or weeks. [This requires that the 
Edge be left on for several days—F.B.] 

Because of the ability to track even the 
slowest body tissues and the factoring in 
of all tissues for repetitive calculations, 
the Edge excels for repetitive dives. 

Orca Industries conducted a study of 
the Edge prior to its release consisting of 
119 man-dives under controlled condi- 
tions in a hyperbaric chamber. The tests 
were conducted at the University of 
Southern California whose support we re- 
member appreciatively. Our subjects 
were aged 21-61 years, both male and 
female. They pedaled a bicycle ergome- 
ter in the chamber to simulate exertion 
underwater. At the end of each dive they 
were checked with a Doppler sensor 
placed over the heart. The profiles were 
rigorous, pegging every tissue of the 
Edge to the limit line at some point during 
the series. The dives were way off the ta- 
bles, but they were just at the limits of the 
Edge. And, they were safe. No bends oc- 
curred. One case of grade 1 silent bub- 
bles occurred, the lowest detectable lev- 
el. The results were splendid. Although 
the number of test dives was much small- 
er than we desired, it was our best effort. 
For me, it confirmed the hunch that sim- 
plicity and abundant multilevel credit 
were possible by remaining in a no-bub- 
ble state. We released the Edge for sale 
in August 1983 and have consistently 
had excellent safety and satisfied cus- 
tomers, with only 14 cases of bends in 
500,000 dives. The study is published in 
the proceedings of |Q14, the 14th Interna- 
tional Conference on Underwater Educa- 
tion. (Copies of the study are also avail- 
able by writing Orca Industries.) 

Decompression computers are not a 
panacea. They are only a tool for safer,

more enjoyable diving. Divers must never 
throw away their training and blindly trust 
an instrument to keep them out of trouble. 
They must thoroughly understand their 
equipment, their environment and their 
abilities. [Note that they are adjusted for 
the average diver and cannot sense the 
fact that fatigue, excess work, older age, 
etc., may come into play—F.B.] 

What about the future of diving comput- 
ers? The Skinny Dipper, an offspring of 
the Edge, was in essence designed by 
hundreds of Edge owners who sent us 
their “‘wish lists."’ The Skinny Dipper is 
lighter, smaller and less expensive than 
the Edge. It doesn’t have all the fancy 
graphics of the Edge or its ‘‘bomb-proof”’ 
casing, but, internally, it operates identi- 
cally to the Edge. >t. 


The age of decompression computers 
is upon us. The Edge clearly has led the 
field and we congratulate Craig Barshing- 
er for his pioneering work. Remember 
that the computer does not know who 
you are, your unique physiology or the 
state of your body. Conservative diving, 
even with the computer calculation, is 
strongly advised—F.B.

it too much, as the resultant rain of silt 
and mud will lower your visibility signifi- 
cantly. If you are unfamiliar with oysters, 
it will help to have a look at a few ina 
seafood shop, as those resting on the 
bottom look like rocks to untrained eyes. 

Preparation of oysters runs the gamut 
from raw or on the halfshell, to a delicious 
combination of oysters, prosciutto, Par- 
mesan cheese and chives that is as ele- 
gant a dish as will ever grace a well laid 
table. Served raw, six oysters contain on- 
ly about 60 calories and when garnished 
with spicy seafood sauce make an excel- 
lent light appetizer. Steamed oysters are 
a favorite coastal treat as well. Simply 
place a couple of dozen in a large pot 
with an inch or two of water in the bottom 
and maybe some old bay seasoning 
thrown in for good measure. Bring the 
water to a boil and cook for 15 or 20 min- 
utes, then serve on the halfshell with melt- 
ed butter and seafood sauce. Don’t be 
surprised if all your oysters don’t open 
when steamed. Most will never open 
more than a quarter of an inch or so, and 
some open just enough to slip in a knife 
and pop open the shell. 

It is rare to find a bad oyster. As a rule, 
if the shell is tightly closed when the oys- 
ter is taken and the meat is shiny and wet 
when it is opened, the oyster is alive and 
well, and ready to be eaten. Stored in a 
cool, damp place a bushel of oysters will 
Survive up to a week or more with no spe- 
cial treatment and they can be used as 











wanted. Two weeks is pushing the limit, 
although they have been kept that long. 
An oyster that has died recently enough 
so as to leave the shell intact has a rather 
nasty smell and it is quite unlikely that 
anyone whose olfactory sense is fully 
functional would eat one by mistake. The 
most common reason for sickness as a 
result of oyster consumption is the inges- 
tion of shellfish that have been taken from 
areas that have become polluted. Like all 
filter feeding bivalves oysters are easily 
contaminated and care must be taken not 
to harvest from such areas. All states that 
have oyster populations mark their pollut- 
ed areas and marine resource agencies 
can steer the would-be oyster diver away 
from any trouble spots. 

Perhaps the most difficult thing for the 
novice oyster eater to master is the art of 
opening a raw specimen. For this task a 
special, long bladed knife is the best tool. 
These, and the previously mentioned cull- 
ing hammers may be obtained at seafood 
houses, or at hardware stores in most 
coastal areas. Purchase a pair of heavy 
rubber gloves to protect hands from 
sharp shell edges and work on a hard 
surface. A butcher block is ideal. Place 
the oyster on the block with the flatter half 
of the shell facing upward and with the 
hinge pointing away from you. Carefully 
work the knife under the edge of the shell 
and slide it in so as to cut the muscle, in 
the approximate center of the oyster. Pry 
open the shell and gently lift the meat in 
order to cut the muscle on the other side. 
A true connoisseur will then garnish the 
oyster with a favorite topping and enjoy 
it straight from the shell. It is by no means 
as easy to do as it sounds, but with a little 
practice you will be ready to leave that 
speargun on the shelf and go in search 
of the most succulent shellfish in the 
Sea. >stts

CRYSTAL CLEAR 


OMEGA II 


A SEE-THROUGH 
SECOND STAGE

oy lea more than a year ago, we showed 
you the Oceanic Color Kit: There are 
five of these gum drop colored second 
stages for the Omega II. This meant div- 
ers could color coordinate their regula- 
tors with the rest of their scuba gear. The 
Omega Il comes with a black second 
stage, the Color Kit provided a blue, pink, 
lavender, turquoise or orange second 
stage. Now there is a seventh alternative: 
the Crystal Clear. 

Made of a transparent plastic, the 
Crystal Clear is a see-through second 
stage. Obviously, since it’s devoid of col- 
or it can’t clash with any other piece of 
equipment. Since it’s plastic, it won't pro- 
duce flare or glare in underwater photos. 
A more obvious reason for a clear sec- 
ond stage, however, is that it allows you 
to see its inner workings. You can actual- 
ly watch this regulator work. (When it’s 
not in your mouth, of course!) You can al- 





so see any sand or debris that might get 
caught inside or air leaks (these are very 
unlikely) that might be developing. 

Although the Crystal Clear looks and 
sounds delicate, it's not. The housing is 
a space age polycarbonate; a sturdy ma- 
terial that can take the kind of abuse a 
regulator second stage receives. 

One of the many advantages of a plas- 
tic second stage is its lightweight. The 
Crystal Clear weighs just six ounces. Be- 
cause of this and its orthodontically de- 
signed mouthpiece, it won’t cause jaw fa- 
tigue. The mouthpiece is made of surgi- 
cal grade silicone and even has a top and 
a bottom (the ‘Pat. pend.’ goes on top). 

I'm not going to provide a technical re- 
port on the Omega Il, Eric Hanauer did 
that in the November 1987 SDM. | will tell 
you it's an easy breathing, dependable 
regulator. The Omega Il, with the Crystal 
Clear second stage, sells for $278. See 
through it at your Oceanic dealer. »#¥.

Dir": the past ten years the popular- 
ity of the Cayman Islands has grown 
to the point where they are the King Kong 
of Caribbean diving. They are the highest 
pinnacle of adventure and pleasure in to- 
day's world of vacation diving. 
Comprised of three small islands set in 
a cobalt blue Caribbean Sea, the Cay- 
mans are an unchallenged mecca for 
sport diving enthusiasts. They provide the 
ultimate baptism for newly certified divers 
and are an all time favorite of experi- 
enced divers, who return year after year. 
There are many things that make the 
Caymans special, not the least of which 
is their legendary underwater visibility. An 
average day Is 100 feet plus and on good 
days it can be 150 feet. For first time Car- 
ibbean divers, this kind of water clarity is 
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an exhilarating experience! 

Another basic attraction of the Cay- 
mans is the remarkable vertical drop-offs. 
These islands are actually the exposed 
peaks of a giant undersea mountain 
range. Each island is ringed with vertical 
coral walls that plummet to abyssal 
depths thousands of feet below. Most of 
these walls begin at 50-60 feet, but there 
are a few that begin at 40 feet and one at 
Little Cayman that starts at 18 feet. 

The coral walls of the Caymans are 
legendary for their magnificent growth of 
marine life. Nurtured by oxygen rich oce- 
anic water, these drop-offs have become 
a splendid tapestry of gorgonian fans, 
black coral trees, delicate hard corals 
and brilliantly colored sponges. Their nat- 
ural beauty is equal to any of the world’s 
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great botanical gardens. And, speaking 
of sponges, the Caymans have some of 
the largest in the world. These Goliaths 
include barrel sponges 10 feet tall and 
basket sponges seven feet across! 
While other Caribbean islands can of- 
fer drop-offs and good underwater visibil- 
ity, none can match the excitement and 
fascination of Cayman's fish action. Un- 
derwater, the Caymans are a three ring 
circus, with a major animal act in every 
ring. Tarpon Alley is a coral canyon filled 
with silvery fish that allow divers to swim 
among them. Stingray City is a shallow 
dive among a community of 11 tame stin- 
grays that can be handfed and petted. 
There is a 400 pound jewfish named 
Sweetlips that lives on the Oro Verde 
wreck and follows divers around like a 
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Sweetlips, the 400 pound jewfish at the Oro Verde wreck. 
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Cayman—sponge capital of the Caribbean.

These are but a few of the amazing fish 
that Cayman visitors encounter on a reg- 
ular basis—and all are protected by ma- 
rine park laws. And, while dive resorts 
continue to spring up on islands through- 
out the Caribbean, the Cayman Islands

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ENTRY 

While enroute by air to Cayman, you 
will be given an immigration entry form. 
It is a simple card that takes a few min- 
utes to fill out and sign. Upon entering the 
Cayman air terminal, you will first pass 
through immigration processing and then 
have your baggage checked by customs. 

Cayman immigration law requires three 
things of visitors: proof of citizenship, a 
completed entry form and a return air 
ticket. Although a passport is not neces- 
sary for U.S. or Canadian citizens, it is 
the easiest form of identification. For 
those without a passport, a voter’s regis- 
tration card is an acceptable alternative 
but an automobile driver's license is not. 
Passports, but not visas, are required for 
British and Commonwealth subjects oth- 
er than Canadians. 

After clearing immigration, you will be 
required to present your luggage for in- 
spection by a Cayman customs officer. 
The inspector may want to go through 
your suitcase, dive gear bag and whatev- 
er carry-on luggage you may have. Do 
not attempt to smuggle in any type of ille- 
gal contraband such as handguns, am- 
munition or explosives. | 

A special warning to those to whom it 
may apply: Do not attempt to bring in any 
sort of illegal drugs, including marijuana. 
The Cayman Islands have the most se- 
vere anti-drug laws in the Caribbean. Vio- 
lators are immediately arrested and taken 
off to jail. Visiting tourists are not immune 
to this enforcement. Violators can receive 
jail terms of up to ten years and fines up 
to $20,000. | oe

When making a local call in the Cay- 
man Islands, a five digit number is used 
(such as 9-1234). From the U.S. you can

TAXIS/CAR RENTALS 

After you have cleared customs and 
immigration at the airport, you will want to 
get to your hotel as quickly as possible 
and settle in for your vacation. As you exit 
the air terminal building, you will see a 
line of taxis comprised of every type of 
vehicle imaginable, including large 
sedans, station wagons and vans. It is a 
welcome sight to visiting divers who are 
usually lugging bulky gear and camera 
equipment bags. 
_ Once inside the cab and motoring to- 

ward your hotel, you may notice there is 
no meter ticking with the amount of your 
fare. Have no fear, you will not be 
charged any price that comes into the 
driver's mind. Cayman taxi drivers are 
very honest, as well as friendly. All of the 
cabbies belong to the Taxi Association,

British West Indies 
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which has established taxi service rates 
from the airport to all the various hotels 
on the island. These are published once 
a year in a Rate Sheet and Fact Folder, 
distributed by the Department of Tourism 
and free upon request. The taxi ride to 
most hotels along Seven Mile Beach 
takes 15 to 25 minutes. 

After settling in at your hotel, you may 
want to consider renting a car to explore 
the rest of the island. There are many 
rental agencies on Grand Cayman and 
most will deliver the car to your hotel. 

To rent a vehicle in the Cayman Islands 
you must present a valid driver’s license 
from your home country. The car rental 
agency will then issue you a temporary 
Visitor's Driving Permit. There is a small 
fee of $3 (U.S.) for this and you will be 
asked if you would like to purchase acci- 
dent insurance with the car rental. Re- 
member—in the Caymans, drive on the 
left side of the road! 

Just about any type of vehicle you re- 
quire is available, ranging from Jeeps to 
full sized vans. If you have a particular 
need in mind, such as air-conditioning or 
a station wagon, then it would be wise to 
telephone ahead to reserve the car of 
your choice. Also, keep in mind that each 
rental agency may have a different inven- 
tory of car models. 


ELECTRIC POWER 
The Cayman Islands power system is 
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completely compatible with the U.S. 
standard of electricity—110 volt AC at 60 
cycles. Electrical converters and outlet 
adapters are not required. Charging nick- | 
el cadmium battery packs, strobes and 
movie lights can be easily accomplished 
right in your hotel room. In addition, visi- 
tors may use their favorite electric shav- 
ers, hair dryers and radios. 


CLIMATE 

The Cayman Islands offer some of the 
finest weather in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Because they are sufficiently dis- 
tant from the North American continent, 
they are not subjected to the normal tur- 
bulence of winter storm fronts. The sur- 
rounding Caribbean Sea is a stabilizing 
force that maintains an even and con- 
stantly baimy climate. Winter tempera- 
tures range from 70-80°F. Summer tem- 
peratures run from 80-90°F. It never 
seems to get too hot or cold. 

Packing for a trip to the Cayman Is- 
lands is relatively simple. Lightweight 
clothing is ideal. During the day, most vis- 
itors dress in shorts, sandals and either 
short sleeve cotton shirts or T-shirts. In 
the evening, lightweight slacks and a 
sport shirt are fine for men. A sport jacket 
is recommended for dining at some of the 
more formal gourmet restaurants on 
Grand Cayman. 

Women generally wear shorts, sandals 
and T-shirts during the day. Lightweight 
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cotton slacks or other sportswear is fine 
for the evening. For those planning to 
dine at a gourmet restaurant, a summer 
dress or cotton slacks and shirt will do 
quite well. Keep in mind that both the 
days and evenings are in the tropical 
temperature range and the humidity is 
probably much greater than back home. 
Tne water temperature in the Cayman 
Islands is more constant than the air tem- 
perature. Winter waters range from 80- 
84°F: summer waters from 84-86°F. Ca- 
sual divers frequently wear little more 
than a T-shirt and swim trunks. However, 
more experienced divers usually wear 
one-eighth inch full wetsuits or jacket 
tops because of longer or more frequent 
submersions. Wetsuits also protect div- 
ers from fire coral, hydroids, jellyfish and 
fire sponges. The latest rage is the use of 
one piece, lightweight Lycra body suits. 
These are colorful, easy to pack and still 
provide a certain degree of warmth and 
protection from fire coral and jellyfish. 


GRAND CAYMAN 
Among the three islands, Grand Cay- 
man is the giant. It is the heart and soul 
of this British Colony. And, in recent 


years it has become the most prosperous 
island in the Caribbean—a veritable 
boom town of condos, hotels, restaurants 
and freeport shopping. 

From a diver’s point of view, Grand 
Cayman is the most progressive and rap- 
idly evolving island in the dive resort busi- 
ness. The selection of services, facilities 
and experiences is almost staggering. 
For an island 22 miles long and 4 miles 
wide, Grand Cayman is really cooking. At 
last count, there were 20 different dive 
services, 3,346 scuba tanks and 48 dive 
boats on this one small island. Just about 
every hotel and major condo offers door- 
to-reef diving services. 

Before going into the diving services, 
let's review the basics. Grand Cayman 
supports about 20,000 people, approxi- 
mately 90 percent of the islands’ popula- 
tion. It is the seat of government. 

The two major industries on Grand 
Cayman are tourism and banking. And, 
the island excels in both fields. There are 
more than 450 banks. The tourism indus- 
try is an interesting blend of full service 
hotels, luxurious condominiums and inex- 
pensive dive lodges. These accommoda- 
tions are all in pretty much the same 
beachfront area. Frequently, they are 
next door to each other—sharing the 
same marvelous ocean view, splendid 
beaches and access to incredibly good 
coral reefs. Grand Cayman has some- 
thing to offer everyone. 

In addition to all its topside advantages 


BRITISH HERITAGE 


The Cayman Islands have chosen to 
remain a British Crown Colony. Their 
government is a democracy of elected 
representatives and appointed officials. 
The governor is appointed by Her Majes- 
ty, the Queen of England. 

There are no income, property, capital 
gains or estate taxes in the Cayman Is- 
lands. Government revenues are mostly 
derived from import duties, business li- 
censes and work permit fees. The only 
taxes on visitors are the six percent hotel 
room tax and the airport departure tax of 
$7.50 per person. 

International banking thrives in the 
Cayman Islands and there are strict se- 
crecy laws that permit the names of de- 
positors to remain totally confidential. In 
addition, thousands of companies incor- 
porate on Cayman because there is no 
corporate tax. The Caymans are known 
as the ‘Switzerland of the Caribbean.” 


FASTEST GROWTH 
Over the past five years, Grand Cay- 
man has gained a worldwide reputation 
for superior diving, steady growth and 
continual improvement. 
Two years ago, the island opened an 
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ultra-modern $15 million airport terminal. 
Marked by innovative island architec- 
ture, this new passenger terminal can 
accommodate as many as five commer- 
cial jet airliners simultaneously. Two 
brand new luxury hotels have just 
opened and five other existing hotels 
have just finished major renovations and 
expansion of guest facilities. New res- 
taurants are opening at the rate of one 
per month, broadening the selection of 
cuisine and dining ambiance. 


The same sort of facility improve- 
ments and expansion have been going 
on among Grand Cayman’s dive opera- 
tors. New dive boats have been added 
by a number of the major operators. Sev- 
eral have expanded their services by es- 
tablishing new satellite facilities at 
choice hotels and condominiums. Live- 
aboard services have grown to include 
four boats, cruising among and around 
Grand Cayman, Cayman Brac and Little 
Cayman. Perhaps the most exciting 
news is the advent of two revolutionary 
submarine rides. These futuristic sub- 
mersibles permit divers and tourists to 
visit the coral reefs while remaining com- 
pletely dry. 





and attractions, Grand Cayman sits on 
the doorstep of some of the best diving in 
the Caribbean. It is an island blessed with 
calm waters and fantastic vertical drop- 
offs less than one mile from shore. Un- 
derwater visibility of 100 to 150 feet is 
common and Cayman seas are often de- 
scribed as offering bathtub diving. The 
combination of shallow coral reefs, verti- 
cal wails, coral caves and wrecks pro- 
vides visitors with a banquet of diverse 
diving experiences. 


ISLAND GEOGRAPHY 

In order to better understand Grand 
Cayman’s overwhelming selection of ho- 
tel/condo accommodations, diving serv- 
ices and underwater attractions, we have 
divided Grand Cayman into four distinct 
geographic areas: George Town, Seven 
Mile Beach/West Bay, North Side and 
East End. Each area offers its own indi- 
vidual advantages. 

George Town is the hub of shopping, 
sightseeing and dining services. Surpris- 
ingly, it also has good access for diving. 
Directly out from the town dock lies the 
Balboa, one of Grand Cayman's best 
Known shipwreck dives. There are at 
least one-half dozen dive operations in 
the George Town region, including Surf- 
side, Quabbin Dives, Bob Soto's, Eden 
Rock and so on. Just about every Satur- 
day morning you will find the Cayman Ag- 
gressor |i and Cayman Aggressor II/ tied 
up at the town dock as they take aboard 
a new group of passengers. George 
Town is also where you will find the head- 
quarters for both submarine companies: 
Atlantis Tours, with its futuristic 28 pas- 
senger touring sub and RSL, with its two 
deep submersibles that go to 800 and 
2,000 feet. The submarine wall dives are 
conducted daily, right in the George 
Town area. 

Less than a mile south of town are two 
dedicated resort hotels that are regarded

Sun- 
set House has been catering to divers for 
almost 30 years and has evolved into a 
cozy, modern dive resort with highly per- 
sonalized service. Coconut Harbour is 
Grand Cayman's newest dive resort, con- 
structed on the site of the old Casa Bert- 
mar and South Cove resorts. This all-new 
facility is due to open this month or next. 
Both resorts are at the water’s edge and 
offer superb shore diving and easy ac- 
cess to waiting dive boats. 

seven Mile Beach/West Bay is the Ri- 
vera of the Cayman Islands. This wide 
sweeping expanse of fine white sand 
beach is Grand Cayman’s most valuable 
natural resource. In fact, one might con- 
clude that Cayman’s thriving tourist in- 
dustry is based on this one spectacular 
beach. Also, many of Grand Cayman's 
most famous dive sites lie directly off this 
beach less than one-half mile offshore. It 
is easy diving in clear, calm waters with 
a 5-10 minute boat ride from the beach. 

seven Mile Beach is unquestionably 
hotel and condo row, serving as the heart 
of the action for visiting tourists. Lined up 
side by side are Grand Cayman’s best 
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known beach hotels such as Holiday Inn, 
Beach Club Resort and Royal Palms. 
Sprinkled in between are some of the 
better known diver's condos such as: 
Tarquynn Manor, Victoria House, London 
House, Villas of the Galleon, Pan Cayman 
House, Christopher Columbus and Plan- 
tation Village. As you might expect, these 
beachside facilities offer daily diving 
services by Grand Cayman's major dive 


operators—Don Foster's Dive Grand . 


Cayman, Bob Soto’s Diving Ltd. and 
Surfside Watersports. 

The newest additions to the Seven Mile 
Beach area include several super swank 
resort hotels. The Hyatt Regency is a 
world class resort that includes a Jack 
Nicklaus designed golf course, a French 
designed high speed catamaran and its 
own Nick’s Aqua Sports diving services. 
The Grand Pavilion is an elegant French 
provincial type of resort complete with 
convention facilities, a courtyard pool 
and continental style restaurant. The 
Treasure Island Resort is at the south end 
of Seven Mile Beach and offers two 
swimming pools, the island's liveliest 
nightclub and a dive facility right on the 
hotel premises—Treasure Island Divers. 

The North Side of the island is Grand 
Cayman’s outer suburbs, a 45 minute 
drive from town. It is more remote, slower 
paced and more rural. There are only two 
hotels and one condo project in this re- 
gion. Yet, the area from Rum Point to 
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Cayman Kai provides access to some of 
the island's most spectacular diving—the 
North Wall. 

East End is like stepping into a different 
world. It is at the opposite end of the is- 
land, 22 miles from George Town. The at- 
mosphere and environment are much like 
Grand Cayman was 50 years ago. There 
are only two small hotels in the region, 
thus assuring the ultimate in privacy and 
tranquillity. Yet U/W, the East End offers 
some of Grand Cayman’s most exciting 
diving. It is a wild frontier filled with big 
walls, big coral formations and big fish. 


WHERE TO STAY 

Grand Cayman offers an incredible se- 
lection of accommodations. There are 20 
hotels, more than 50 different con- 
dominiums and guesthouses and three 
live-aboard dive boats. The variety is al- 
most overwhelming, the selection some- 
times difficult. : 

The best way to approach this task is 
to figure out what type of accommodation 
is best for your vacation needs and in 
which area of the island you wish to stay. 
The basic categories are: beach hotels, 
off-beach hotels, waterside hotels, beach 
condos, off-beach condos or live-aboard 
dive boats. Most of these facilities are 
connected in some way with one of the 
20 dive operations on Grand Cayman. 


HOTELS 

Beach hotels are generally the most 
popular choice, but also fall into a higher 
price bracket. It is a case of supply and 
demand. The extra cost is certainly worth 
it if you desire a powder white sand 
beach, glorious sunsets and a wide varie- 
ty of watersports. Most of these are on 
seven Mile Beach. They include: Holiday 
Inn, Royal Palms, Hyatt Regency, Coral 
Caymanian, Treasure Island and Beach 
Club Resort. Not only are they right on 
the beach, but they are also centrally lo- 
cated to the island’s best restaurants, 
nightclubs and shopping areas. Three of 
these hotels have dive shops on the 
premises and all five of them offer the 
convenience of having the dive boats pull 
right up on the beach to load guests. 

The next category to consider is the 
waterside hotels, fronted by ironshore 
coral. This particular category is a favor- 
ite choice among serious divers. These 
hotels range in cost from economy to lux- 
ury. They include Sunset House, Coconut 
Harbour and Spanish Cove. While none 
of these properties has an extensive sand 
beach, each has a living coral reef direct- 
ly in front. These inshore reefs range from 
20 to 50 feet in depth and are loaded with 
macro creatures and pet fish. Each hotel 
has diving services on the premises.

and guests have access to a private 
beach facility. The Cayman Islander is 
more of a business style motel also 
across the street from Seven Mile Beach. 
Both offer cable television (via satellite 
dish) in the individual rooms. The Island 
House Resort is a Caymanian style hotel 
in the West Bay area and the Ambassa- 
dor Inn is a modest hotel south of George 
Town out past Coconut Harbour. 

There are four hotels that do not fit any 
of the above categories. They can be 
best described as outbound hotels since 
they are at the East End and North Side 
of the island. The Cayman Diving Lodge 
and the Tortuga Club are at the East End 
and offer direct access to Grand Cay- 
man’s barrier reef. Cayman Kai and Villa 
Caribe are on the North Side, at the door- 
step of the world renowned North Wall. 


CONDOS 

Vacationing at a condo is an alternative 
to hotel accommodations and on Cay- 
man it is a popular one. It is particularly 
desirable for large families or small 
groups. Condos are available with one, 
two, three or four bedrooms. Some of 
these are lavishly furnished and afford a 
luxury-style vacation. Since most of the 
condo units are owned by people who 
visit the island once or twice per year, 
these accommodations are offered on a 
rental basis by the day or week. 

As with the hotels, Grand Cayman’s 
condos can be separated into various 
categories. While space does not permit 
listing all of the condo properties, we can 
point out some of those that are popular 
with divers. 

The beachfront condos include: Villas 
of the Galleon, Tarquynn Manor, London 
House, The Christopher Columbus, Victo- 
ria House, Pan Cayman House, Tamarind 
Bay, Silver Sands, Sundowner, Planta- 
tion Village, Coral Reef and Plantana. 
Waterside condos, fronted by coral iron- 
shore, include: Spanish Bay Villas, Dol- 
phin Point and Bonnie’s Arch. 

As with the hotels, most of condo facili- 
ties have connections with one of Grand 
Cayman's major dive operators. One 
more exception to the condo category is 
The Retreat, a new beachfront condo de- 
velopment at Rum Point on the North 
Wall. This facility has a new dive shop 
called Surfside Rum Point right next door. 


RESTAURANTS 

Grand Cayman’s collection of restau- 
rants can be segregated into a number of 
categories. The more formal restaurants, 
offering gourmet style dining, include: Le 
Diplomat (at Grand Pavilion), Caribbean 
Club, Chef Tell’s Grand Old House and 
L’Escargot (at Treasure Island -Resort).

lows you to view coral reefs and fish 
| through large side windows. This 50 foot 
long craft floats on the surface, but its hull 
is a Spacious undersea observatory. 
Guests are seated comfortably four feet 
below the surface while enjoying a two 
hour cruise of shallow coral reefs. High- 
lights include a fascinating fish feeding 
session by divers. The Sub-See is oper- 
| ated by Don Foster’s Dive Grand Cayman 
and departs from the Royal Palms Hotel. 
| The Nautibus is Grand Cayman's new- 
| est and most exotic looking reef touring 
vessel. It is a 46 foot French designed 
catamaran with a very futuristic wheel- 
house. Each of the two Nautibus hulls is 
a spacious undersea observatory with 
staggered seating and large viewing win- 
dows. Guests are seated in air-condi- 
tioned comfort while viewing the coral 
reefs and watching the fish feeding show. 
The Nautibus is operated by Bob So- 
| to’s Diving Ltd. and departs from the Cay- 
man Maritime and Treasure Museum. 


SUBMARINE RIDES 
Another form of sightseeing is a sub- 
| marine ride! This island has the largest 

fleet of public submarines in the world to- 
day. Unlike the amusement park simula- 
tors, these are the real thing. Originally 
designed for serious scientific and com- 
mercial work, these durable steel or alu- 
minum machines can actually seal 
hatches, make dives to a variety of 
depths and maneuver among the coral 
reefs with the aid of electric motors. Now 
nondiving visitors can make deepwater 
observations of Grand Cayman’s reefs 
and shipwrecks while remaining perfectly 
dry at surface pressure. 

Perhaps the most impressive member 
of Grand Cayman’s burgeoning subma- 
rine fleet is the giant 28 passenger Atlan- 
tis. Designed and built in Vancouver, 
Canada, this futuristic submersible is the 
first of its kind in the world. It has been 

described by the inventor as a touring 
sub, constructed specifically for under- 
water sightseeing. 
_ The Atlantis is 50 feet long, weighs 50 
tons and features 14 side viewing ports | 
that are 24 inches in diameter. Passen- _ 
gers sit side by side, with two people 
sharing a port. The interior of the sub is _ 
roomy, with six and one-half feet of head 
room, complete air-conditioning and ster- 
eo music. The vessel cost $3 million and 
took two years to complete. 

Based at George Town Harbour, Atlan- 
tis Submarine Tours plans to operate 
several trips daily. They will schedule 
both day and night dives, providing © 
Grand Cayman visitors with a new form 
of nighttime entertainment. The sub is 
certified to a depth of 150 feet. The Atlan- 








tis cruises among the shallow coral reefs 
at the edge of the drop-off before de- 
scending deeper. The high point of the 
trip is a visit to the wreck of the Carrie 
Lee, an inter-island cargo ship lying in 
120 feet of water. On night dives, the sub 
turns on a bank of 12, 500 watt underwa- 


ter lamps that illuminate the entire reef. 


Those who are a bit more adventurous 
can select a ride on one of Research 
Submersibles Limited’s (RSL) deep sub- 
mersibles. This is a small company that 
offers a high voltage experience for non- 
divers and divers alike. Based at George 
Town Harbour (next to the Burger King), 
RSL operates two Perry deep submersi- 
bles, formerly used for oceanographic 
exploration. Each will carry two passen- 
gers plus a pilot. 

RSL offers deep dives to 800 feet 
along the face of Grand Cayman’s verti- 
cal drop-off. Divers have their first oppor- 
tunity to go over the wall and personally 
see what lies beyond the 130 foot safe 
scuba limit. The sub follows the vertical 
face of the wall to a depth of 550 feet, 
where it changes abruptly to a 45 degree 
slope. The sub continues down to a maxi- 
mum of 800 feet, where passengers can 
observe the bizarre sights of many ben- 
thic creatures and corals. 

One of the most exciting dives is a visit 
to the Kirk Pride, the intact wreck of an in- 
ter-island freighter. It is perched on the 
wall at 800 feet, held in place by a giant 
rock formation. Other fascinating sights 
include two foot tall crinoids, 15 pound 


lobsters, arrowcrabs as big as basket- 


balls and deepwater sharks. 

RSL schedules four dives daily for 
each submersible and is often booked in 
advance. Each dive lasts approximately 
one hour. Guests receive a personalized 
explanation of the sub’s functions 
throughout the dive, plus a highly infor- 
mative narrative on the marine life. 


DIVE SERVICES 

The dive operators of the Cayman ls- 
lands (including Little Cayman and the 
Brac) are regarded as some of the most 
progressive and safety conscious in the 
Caribbean. They have continuously rein- 
vested their profits in better boats, up- 
graded equipment and improved serv- 


ices. Because of the large volume of div- 


ers who pass through Cayman, these op- 
erators have learned to be highly effi- 
cient, very courteous and extremely 
skilled in conducting dives. The majority 
of Cayman's dive operators have formed 
an organization known as the Cayman Is- 
lands Watersports Operators Associa- 
tion. It is dedicated to safety, education 


and conservation of the marine environ-

divemasters. Each dive boat carries a full 


complement of emergency and safety 


equipment including: oxygen supply, first 
aid kit, tilt board, VHF radio, dive tables,

Boats involved in night diving carry mark- 
er lights for above and underwater. 

Cayman divemasters are required to 
have training and certification as dive- 
masters, assistant instructors or instruc- 
tors. They also receive training in first aid, 
rescue and CPR. 


PHOTO AND VIDEO SERVICES 

As with Cayman's other diver support 
services, a booming business has devel- 
oped in underwater photo and video 
services. There are at least 10 different 
operations on Grand Cayman alone that 
offer a variety of different options includ- 
ing: camera rentals, photo equipment 


sales, underwater still and video training 
and, of course, film processing. 

In the area of underwater photography, 
you can now obtain 6 to 24 hour E-6 col- 
or slide processing at Don Foster’s 
Ocean Photo, Fisheye Photographic 
Services, Spanish Cove, Sunset House 
and aboard the two Cayman Aggressors. 
These same facilities offer an excellent 
selection of rental cameras, strobes, 
lenses and other photo accessories. Pho- 
to equipment sales are available at the 
same locations, plus Divers World and 
Undersea Photo Supply. There are also 
several photo labs in George Town that 
process color print film and you can ob- 
tain snapshots within 24 hours.

most every evening. While most island 
visitors are satisfied with a couple of 
morning dives and perhaps a third in the 
afternoon, there are those who are far 
more energetic and ambitious. They pre- 
fer to make four or five dives per day. 
This type of vacation is frequently de- 
scribed as advanced dive travel because 
it is specifically designed for the serious 
enthusiast who is in good physical condi- 
tion. While the cost of a one week live- 
aboard cruise may be a bit more than an 
island hotel package, the extra dives are 
certainly worth the added cost. 

There are, of course, many additional 
advantages to live-aboards. The most im- 
portant single factor is the opportunity to 
dive the more remote areas of the Cay- 
man Islands. For example, the Cayman 
Aggressors (both II and Ill) devote a great 
deal of time to exploration of the fabulous 
North Wall, toward the remote eastern 
end of the island. Here the wall often be- 
gins at 35 feet and the marine life is spec- 
tacularly lush. Other virgin areas fre- 
quented by the Aggressors include the 
East End barrier reef, the South Side Wall 
and Little Cayman. 

The Little Cayman Diver generally op- 
erates out of Cayman Brac and spends 
much of its time cruising the breathtaking 
walls of Little Cayman. Most of its crew 
members are from the Brac and their 
knowledge of this area is superb. 

Grand Cayman's newest live-aboard is 
the 65 foot Gulfstream, which operates 
out of the Treasure Island Resort. This 
vessel has spacious cabins and can 
accommodate up to 16 passengers. The 
Gulfstream is a new experiment in live- 
aboard concepts. Divers can book either 
two or three day trips aboard the boat 
and spend the remainder of their time at 
the Treasure Island Resort. This combina- 
tion vacation may be appealing to those 
who wish to sample a live-aboard without 
committing to an entire week to it. 


GRAND CAYMAN 
DIVE SITES 

Grand Cayman offers the greatest se- 
lection of catalogued dive sites. Hun- 
dreds of different ones have been discov- 
ered, charted and photographed during 
this island's 25 year history of sport div- 
ing development. Names such as Trinity 
Caves and Orange Canyon are legendary 
among traveling divers. 

Many of the best sites are directly off 
seven Mile Beach, 5-15 minutes from 
shore. It is no accident that Grand Cay- 
man’s hotels and condos are concentrat- 
ed in this area, for Seven Mile Beach of- 
fers the calmest waters and some of the 
best visibility. It is not uncommon for the 
ocean surface to be as flat as a mill pond 
and for underwater visibility to range 100 
feet or more. In many spots, the wall is 
less than one-quarter mile offshore. 

In addition to the drop-offs, Grand Cay- 
man offers an excellent variety of medium 
and shallow depth reef diving. These 








spots are closer to shore, with slightly 
less visibility, but often much more fish 
life. In fact, most of the fish feeding sta- 
tions are on the shallow and medium 
depth reefs because this allows divers in- 
creased bottom time. 

Grand Cayman also has several good 
shipwrecks that are really fun to dive. The 
sunken hulks lie in shallow to medium 
depths and are loaded with fish and mac- 
ro creatures. They are excellent sites for 
underwater photography and many com- 
mercial movies have been shot here. 

Another aspect of Grand Cayman div- 
ing is the shore diving available at about 
one dozen locations. This has grown in 
popularity and is encouraged by a num- 
ber of the hotels and scuba operators. 

The diving around Grand Cayman can 
be divided into four geographic areas. 
Each of these is adjacent to a certain 
group of hotels and dive operators that 
provide convenient, quick accessibility. 

Beginning with the George Town area 
and moving counterclockwise around the 


island, the four geographic diving areas | 


are: 1) George Town; 2) Seven Mile 
Beach/West Bay; 3) North Wall; and 4) 
East End. The following is a brief synop- 
sis of the underwater attractions that can 
be found in each. 


GEORGE TOWN AREA 

Soto’s Reef is on the north side of 
George Town Harbour, directly offshore 
the Lobster Pot and Bob Soto’s Diving 
Headquarters. This is a very shallow dive, 
with coral heads less than six feet below 
the surface. It is a perfect dive for snor- 
kelers. For scuba divers, this reef offers 


many tunnels and coral chambers to ex- | 


plore. The caves often contain small 
schools of baitfish. 

The remains of the 375 foot Balboa 
are scattered over several acres of 
George Town Harbour ocean bottom. 
Only 200 yards off the town pier, this site 
has played host to hundreds of thou- 
sands of divers. Sunk during a hurricane 
in 1932, this wreck has a good deal of 


marine life growing on it, which has at- | 


tracted great numbers of fish. Depths are 

25-35 feet. It is an excellent night dive. 
Eden Rock is on the south side of 

George Town Harbour, directly out from 


the Eden Rock Diving Center. This site is | 


only 140 feet from shore and is easily ac- 


~ cessible to the snorkeler or diver. Eden 


Rock is honeycombed with caves and 
tunnels ranging in depth from 15 to 35 
feet. It is also an excellent night dive. 
Devil’s Grotto is just south of Eden 
Rock and separated from it by a sand 
gully. This reef is similar to Eden Rock but 
features a very long tunnel that opens in- 
to a large grotto with a cathedral shaped 


exit. At times this cave is inhabited by 


baitfish schools that open and close like 
a curtain to allow divers to pass. 
Waldo’s Reef is directly off South 
Cove. The depth here ranges from 30-50 
feet and the area is loaded with coral for-

mations, fans and sponges. This reef is 
best known for the resident six foot green 
moray eel, Waldo. Other tame fish in- 
clude a giant jewfish, a very large barra- 
cuda and several of Waldo’s relatives. 

Just south of Sunset House is an inter- 
esting dive site named Armchair. |n 60- 
70 feet of water there is a giant barrel 
sponge contoured like a big overstuffed 
armchair, hence the name. 

Eagle Ray Rock is a very beautiful 
wall dive on the corner of the southwest 
point on the western side. This location 
was named after the many elegant eagle 
rays frequently seen cruising along this 
section of the drop-off. 

Pinnacle Rock is an extremely unusu- 
al pillar coral formation that is 80 feet tall 
and 35 feet in diameter. It is cylindrical in 
shape and rises from the floor of the ra- 
vine. The top of the pinnacle is flat and 
slightly overgrown, giving it an almost 
mushroom-like appearance. 

Archway is a favorite shallow coral 
dive that consists of an interesting over- 
hang in 45 feet of water. This spot is 
around the corner from George Town, on 
the south side of the island, directly off

This 
drop-off begins at 80 feet and is well 
known for its gorgonian fans and pinna- 
cle formations. 


WEST BAY/SEVEN MILE 
BEACH AREA 

The north end of Seven Mile Beach is 
very popular and almost all of the dive 
operators run daily trips to this area. One 
of the favorites is Orange Canyon, so 
named because of its brilliant array of 
colorful orange elephant ear sponges. 
The best diving here is at 75 to 90 feet. 
A giant coral head sits on the edge of the 
wall with two ravines forming canyons on 
either side and trailing all the way back at 
60 feet. Along both these ravines are 
many different sized orange sponges, en- 
gulfed in gorgonians and seafans. 

Sentinel Rock is a unique pinnacle, 
jutting out into blue water at the top of the 
wall at 90 feet. It is an extremely photo- 
genic drop-off with lovely tube sponges 
and giant gorgonian fans. 

Big Tunnel is an extremely impressive 
drop-off with a giant coral archway. The 
top is at 105 feet, the bottom at 120. It is 
a sheer wall approximately 300 feet in 
length and carved by many winding 
channels and canyons. There is a large 
coral promontory at the south end and

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the coral archway is at the north end. 
While there are many smaller tunnels, 
crevices and overhangs, the real thrill of 
this dive is the arch. You approach this 
formation from the landward side and en- 
counter the very top of the arch at 105 
feet. It is immense in size, measuring at 
least 30-40 feet in diameter, and exits on 
the very face of the drop-off. 

Big Dipper is a drop-off just south of 
Big Tunnel. The top is at 55 feet, where 
a large coral rampart juts out from the 
face of the wall and helps form a small 
coral valley. This drop-off takes its name 
from a gigantic basket sponge found at 
105 feet. The sponge is in the coral valley 
and surrounded by black gorgonian fans 
and many hard coral formations. 

Probably the most popular and best 
known wall dive off Grand Cayman is 
Trinity Caves. The name is somewhat of 
a misnomer as the caves are actually 
long narrow coral canyons that eventually 
turn into tunnels as they approach the 
edge of the drop-off. There are a total of 
four coral canyons in this area that pro- 
vide a fascinating deepsea trail into the 
coral wilderness. There are two compar- 
atively long tunnels that run almost paral- 
lel to each other. They begin in approxi- 
mately 60 feet and slope gradually to 100 
feet where they exit together on the face 
of the wall. Just south of the twin tunnels 
is a slightly shorter and more meandering

It also leads to the drop-off, but 
exits into a deep coral crevice directly in 
front of a towering pinnacle. Just to the 
right of this tunnel’s exit is another, much 
shorter tunnel that curves in U-shape 
fashion around a second coral pinnacle. 

About one-half mile south of Trinity 
Caves is a dive site known as Sand 
Chute. It starts in 60 feet of water, where 
you discover a 300 foot wide river of 
sand. It slopes gradually to 120 feet, 
where the sand flow has narrowed. At 
this point, the slope becomes steeper, 
slanting on a 45 degree angle, and con- 
tinues to plunge to more than 350 feet. 
The white sand slope looks like a snow 
ski run with mountains of coral formations 
bordering the sides. These formations 
are at least 100 feet long. 

Spanish Anchor is a shallow site, 
used as a second morning dive. The reef 
lies in 50 feet of water and was named for 
an old anchor (believed to be Spanish) 
_ embedded in the coral. There are a lot of 
tame fish on this reef, including several 
species of angelfish. Adjacent to Spanish 
_ Anchor is Aquarium, another shallow 

dive, about 45-50 feet deep. Here, the 
fish are so tame you almost have to push 
them away from your facemask.

NORTH WALL 

The drop-offs along the north shore of 
Grand Cayman from Conch Point to Rum 
Point are reputed to be the island's finest. 
Dive operators from the Seven Mile 
Beach area frequently make a weekly 
dive trip around the northwest point, visit- 
ing the drop-offs along the western edge 
of North Sound. 

Grouper Point is a beautiful drop-off 
at the eastern end of the North Wall. The 
top begins at 65 feet. There is a forked 
coral ravine in the shape of a narrow V 
with a tall, thin promontory jutting out into 


the deep blue ocean. The sides of this un- 


usual formation are vertical and drop 
from 70 to 100 feet, where they meet a 
white sand bottom. A small tunnel at the 
base of this formation cuts completely 
through the point of the promontory and 
runs from one coral ravine to the other. 
Josh’s Canyon is a lovely section of 
the North Wall, approximately one mile 
west of the main channel. This is a popu- 
lar wall dive and typical of the dozen or 
more drop-off sites to be found along the 
North Wall. There is a series of high coral 
cliffs and deepwater coral ravines. 
Tarpon Alley is an exciting site where 
a school of more than 100 giant tarpon 
resides in a narrow coral canyon at the 
top of the wall. Divers can swim through

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the canyon, almost touching the tarpon 
as they weave back and forth. 

Valley of the Rays is a large, flat, 
sandy area adjacent to Tarpon Alley 
where dozens of giant stingrays rest on 
the sand bottom. Divers who move care- 
fully can usually get within a few feet of 
the rays without disturbing them. 

Grand Canyon is a coral wall that al- 
most defies description. This immense 
formation literally dwarfs the diver and 
vividly portrays the grandeur of the North 
Wall drop-offs. 

No Name Wall is straight out from 
Rum Point Channel, at the eastern end of 
North Sound. The top of the drop-off be- 
gins in 55 feet of water with a sharply 
sloping wall. The upper edge is uniquely 
marked by a series of four parallel coral 
ravines. They begin at 55 feet and slope 
to 90 feet where they go over the edge of 
the wall. 

Neptune’s Gallery is a lovely drop-off 
two miles east of Cayman Kai Resort. Its 
main feature is a deep narrow canyon 
that cuts through the top of the reef and 
exits onto the vertical face of the drop-off. 
The top begins at 60 feet where there is 
a long crack measuring three feet in 
width. Descending into the narrow crev- 
ice one encounters a deep but narrow 
coral canyon. The walls are 50 feet high 
and the floor of this passageway is paved 
with pure white sand. The canyon winds 
around several corners and zig-zags its 
way toward the edge of the drop-off. The 
coral reef above has actually grown to- 
gether, forming a narrow winding tunnel. 
The walls of the canyon are adorned with 
green and red finger sponges, small bas- 
ket sponges, gorgonian fans and black 
coral trees. Near the end, the canyon 
splits into two separate passageways 
with a large coral formation in the center. 

Gale’s Mountain is another extraordi- 
nary coral formation perched on the edge 
of the drop-off. In fact, it is the only forma- 
tion of its kind known to exist off Grand 
Cayman and is worth seeing. It is approx- 
imately 250 feet across at the base, rises 
to within 40 feet of the surface and is flat- 
tened at the top. This mammoth formation 
is flanked by two coral canyons that spill 
over the edge of the wall and help to give 
it an awe-inspiring appearance. 


EAST END AREA 

The East End drop-offs are not well 
known to most Cayman visitors because 
of their remote location, 25 miles from 
George Town. These reefs are not dived 
by the operators along Seven Mile Beach 
and visitors must therefore journey to the 
opposite end of the island to experience 
unique adventure.

THE CARIBBEAN ESCAPE 


Three Sisters is a favorite dive at East 
End. These are pinnacles not more than 
50 yards apart, right on the edge of the 
drop-off that begins in 50 to 60 feet of wa- 
ter. They are about 70 feet in diameter 
and almost 90 feet tall. The three pinna- 
cles have bright red sponges growing on 
their sides. 

One of the more popular dives of the 
East End is Tunnel of Love. West of the 
Cayman Diving Lodge, it features a long 
tunnel that runs from the top of the reef to 
the outer face of the wall. The tunnel 
starts at 60 feet and slopes downward to 
125 feet where it exits on the vertical face 
of the drop-off. It is approximately 12 feet 
in diameter and about 75 feet long. 


ESCAPE TO 
CAYMAN BRAC 


An unspoiled world in the spar- 
kling warm Caribbean filled 
with beauty, serenity, unspoiled 
beaches, perpetual sunshine, 
clear waters—in short: every- 
thing you can pack into a tropi- 
cal getaway. 
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River of Sand is one of those giant 
sand ravines that looks like an underwa- 
ter glacier. It begins at a depth of 45 feet, 
with a field of perfectly white sand more 
than 100 feet wide. The river slants down- 
ward on a 45 degree angle and narrows 
into a funnel shaped canyon only 10 feet 
wide at the 100 foot level. At this point it 
spills over a lip and out onto the vertical 
face of a drop-off. The coral reef on both 
sides of the sand river is loaded with ma- 
rine life including anemones, coral 
shrimp, arrowcrabs and hundreds of col- 
orful sponges. 

The Maze is just east of the Cayman 
Diving Lodge and takes only five minutes 
to reach by boat. It is a remarkable drop- 
off featuring an intricate series of inter- 
twining coral canyons that are very nar- 
row and fairly deep. The top of this drop- 
off begins at 55 feet and is a chain of 
mountainous coral hills. These are seg- 
mented by a number of very narrow, 


winding crevices, barely wide enough for — 


one diver to pass. Some of these can- 
yons are 60-80 feet deep and more than 
100 feet long. They seem to meander in 
aimless directions, with many canyons 
connecting to others. The walls of these 
narrow passageways are often lined with 
black coral trees, deepsea gorgonian 
fans and tube sponges. 

Directly off the Tortuga Club, Cinderel- 
la’s Castle features many tunnels and 
ravines in which to wander. Much of the 
reef structure here is formed like a mesa; 
there are vast sections in just 30 feet of 
water that fall off abruptly to a sandy or 
coral rubble bottom 60 feet down. The 
reef has many tunnels, gullies and cav- 
erns. Divers have shallow reefs and 
semi-deep caves and tunnels all in one 
dive. Large parrotfish and groupers can 
be found in the passageways. 


CAYMAN BRAC 

The sister islands of Cayman Brac and 
Little Cayman lie 70 to 80 miles northeast 
of Grand Cayman. They are part of the 
same geologic formation, just a couple of 
mountain peaks away. The two are al- 
most twins, similar in size and shape. 

Cayman Brac is sort of a string-bean 
shaped island 12 miles long and two 
miles wide. The west end is flat and al- 
most at sea level, while the east end rises 
to a 140 foot limestone bluff that falls 
away into the ocean. The population of 
Cayman Brac is approximately 1,100. 
The pace is really laid-back and the is- 
land folks are especially friendly. 

Cayman Brac is very much the way 
Grand Cayman used to be some 20 
years ago. It is an island of old fashion 


Caribbean charm, with few hotels and al- © 


most virgin reefs. Until recently, things 
were pretty slow on Cayman Brac and 
Little Cayman, but all this has changed. 
The advent of an extended jet runway on 
Cayman Brac has opened this island to 
future development and provided a con- 











venient stepping stone to nearby Little 
Cayman. It would appear that these two 
islands are about to be discovered by 
divers and stand perched on the thresh- 
old of diving development. 


HOTELS 
oa Brac presently has three ho- 
tels, two of which are new or completely 
renovated. The Tiara Beach Resort is part 
of the Divi Hotel chain, with the same type

It 
has recently undergone a complete refur- 
bishing and expansion and now has 66 
air-conditioned rooms.

CAYMAN BRAC DIVE SITES 
There are more than 30 excellent dive 


sites around Cayman Brac and more are 


being discovered every year. Anchor 
Site is an exciting wall dive that begins at 
65 feet and drops vertically to at least 
1,000. The face of this wall is unusually 


craggy and deeply etched with many 


canyons, crevices and small tunnels. 
The major attraction of this drop-off is 


a narrow coral canyon that houses a gi- 
ant, 100 year old anchor. The crevice be- 


gins at 70 feet, forming a winding pas- 


- sageway that leads toward the face of the 


drop-off. At precisely 95 feet, one will find 
an iron anchor wedged tightly into the 


: narrow crevice. The shank of the anchor 
___IS approximately nine feet tall and the 


flukes measure seven feet from tip to tip.

actually hangs four feet above the floor of 
the canyon and divers can swim under 
the flukes. It would appear that the an- 
chor was accidently dropped into this 
narrow crevice and became so tightly 


-wedged it had to be abandoned. 


The Hobbit is an enchanting drop-off 
less than one-quarter mile east of the Ti- 
ara Beach Hotel. It was named after the 
classic written by J.R.R. Tolkien because 
of its fairyland appearance. The top of the 
wall begins at 70 feet and features a 
number of bizarre looking sponges. 
There are several giant barrel sponges 
measuring four feet in diameter and 
standing six feet tall. These are mostly on 
the top of the wall. The fish life is ex- 
tremely active and includes blue runner 
jacks, barracudas and ocean triggerfish. 

An inshore dive site to the southwest of 
Hobbit is a medium depth reef known as 
Wind Sock. This spot is best known for 
its elkhorn coral formations, tall pillar cor- 


al and staghorn beds. There are huge, 


mountainous cones of star coral with a 
wreath of staghorn at the base of each. 
Dive depths range from 25 to 50 feet. 
This reef is honeycombed with crevices, 
archways and overhangs that create 
some dramatic angles for U/W photogra- 
phy. There are also large numbers of 
damselfish, blue chromis, trumpetfish 
and butterflyfish. 

Airport Wall is a vertical drop-off start- 
ing at 65 feet. The top of the wall is load-

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clusters of tube sponges and deepwater 
gorgonians. Small reef fish and French 
angelfish are common. 

At the very western tip of the island, 
there is a 90 foot drop-off known as End 
of the Island Reef. On the north side of 
the island is a popular dive known as 
East Chute. The main attraction here is 
an old Spanish anchor resting in 90 feet, 
hooked on the edge of the wall. Lying di- 
rectly north of the local cemetery is a 
drop-off called Cemetery Wall. This dive 
features a number of large basket 
sponges, yellow tube sponges and excel- 
lent visibility. The wall starts in only 45 


feet where there are large mounds of star 


coral, tube sponges and seawhips. 


Radar Reef is only 150 yards from 


shore and can be dived from the beach 
or by boat. Diving depths range from 30- 
60 feet. This reef is a series of rolling cor- 
al ridges with sand canyons in between. 
One large coral mound towers over the 
rest of the reef and is a haven for a 
school of snappers and two large Bermu- 
da chubs. There is also a 75 foot tunnel 
that goes under the reef, turns upward 
and exits in the center of the coral forma- 
tions. The reef has many seafans, gor- 
gonians, sponges and star corals. — 


Another popular dive that can be 


reached from shore or by boat is Dup- 
py’s Reef. Diving depths range from 25- 


40 feet. This is a series of large coral 


ridges on a white sand bottom. There are

Most of the diving at Little Cayman is 
off the North Shore at two basic areas— 
Bloody Bay and Jackson Point. Both 
areas offer some of the finest wall diving 
in the Cayman Islands. 

Bloody Bay Wall is considered to be 
the most breathtaking drop-off in the Car- 
ibbean. In fact, it has often been de- 
scribed as one of the seven underwater 
wonders of the world. This unusual drop- 
off begins at the remarkable shallow 
depth of 22 feet and drops vertically to 
600 feet and beyond. The most promi- 
nent feature of the wall is the spectacular 
array of exotically colored sponges. A 
rare form of platinum yellow pipe sponge 
can be found here in great abundance, 
with brilliant specimens growing every 10 


feet or so along the face of the wall. 


_ Azure cup sponges and pink vase 
sponges are equally plentiful. There are 
~ also many lovely formations of cream col- 
- ored vase sponges, emerald green tube 

_ sponges, red finger sponges and black 
_ coral trees. The face of the wall is a veri- 


_ table Garden of Eden with marine life so 


unique it is not duplicated anywhere else 
in the Caribbean. 
Little Cayman Wall is two miles east 


of the western tip of the island. The wall 


‘is about one mile long, starting in 20 feet 
of water and dropping vertically to 700 
_ feet or more. Hundreds of sponge spe- 


eles grow on the wall in a myriad of col- 


ors. There is a tremendous proliferation 


of azure vase sponges at different depths 


and in various sizes and shapes. 
The top of the reef is thickly carpeted 


with a beautiful coral garden. Large pur- 


ple seafans, tall seaplumes and slender 
- gorgonians are everywhere. There are al- 
so a great many brain corals, yellow pipe 
organ sponges and button corals. 

Three Fathom Wall is a small section 
_of Bloody Bay Wall that comes to within 
18 feet of the surface. It is one of the only 
vertical drop-offs in the Caribbean that 
can be easily dived on snorkel! The face 


of the wall in this area is somewhat bro- 


_ken by several small canyons and crev- 
ices. There is one winding ravine at 60 
feet that finally turns into a coral tunnel 


and leads to a high vaulted cavern be- — 


neath the reef. A small opening in the roof 
of the cavern allows sunlight to illuminate 


the interior. The face of this drop-off is al- 
so loaded with exotic sponges and large 
black coral trees. 

The top of the wall is a beautiful coral 
sea garden filled with gently swaying sea- 
fans, feathery seaplumes, swaying sea- 
whips, brain corals and sponges of every 
type. Depths along the top of the reef 
range from 15 to 20 feet and the area is 
loaded with all types of invertebrates. 
Many photographers spend the last part 
of their wall dives browsing through this 
lovely sea garden and shooting macro 
while they decompress.

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site is marked by a vertical tunnel that 
runs from the top of the reef down to 100 
feet and is filled with lush marine life. 
The Jackson Point area is farther east 
of Bloody Bay Wall. The area is actually 
a collection of sites that include: School 
Bus Reef, Jackson’s Reef, The Laby- 
rinth, Ramparts, Magnificent Reef, 
Magic Roundabout and Anchor Reef. 
Jackson’s Reef begins at 50 feet and 
tumbles down in a fascinating conglom- 
eration of high coral heads, narrow can- 
yons and sheer walls. This jumbled ter- 
rain provides endless hours of fascinat- 


ing exploration. It is doubtful that anyone 
can fully appreciate it in merely one dive. 


The Labyrinth is a combination of ver- 
tical wall drop-offs and canyons. There 
are huge, iridescent tube sponges, large 
pink vase sponges and blood red 
sponges literally hanging from the 
branches of black coral trees. Divers fre- 
quently report seeing large schools of 
horse-eye jacks swimming down the face 
of the wall. 


CONSERVATION LAWS 

In 1978 the Cayman Islands govern- 
ment instituted a strict Marine Conserva- 
tion Law. Regulations protect many ma- 
rine species and also control the means 
by which more abundant sea life may be 
taken by traditional fishermen. 

The single most important regulation is 
the prohibition of taking any type of coral 
Or sponge anywhere in Cayman waters 
by anyone. Violation of this law carries a 
maximum penalty of a $5,000 fine and 
one year in prison. As you can see, the

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Caymanians are very serious about ma- 
rine conservation. 

There is also a law strictly prohibiting 
fishing with any type of poison or other 
chemicals (such as bleach) and no one 
may take live fish for the purpose of ex- 
port for aquariums. 

Spearguns and seine nets require a 
fishing license and are subject to controls 
as to where they may be used and pre- 
cisely how many fish may be taken. 
These fishing licenses are limited to Cay- 
manians and long term residents of the 
island. Special areas have been set aside 
for this type of activity. Maximum limits 
and minimum size requirements strictly 
regulate the taking of lobsters (by Cay-

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POSADA DEL SOL 


An Uncommon Diver’s 
Retreat in the Bay Islands

he air seemed very still. Large, 

puffy, pink-toned clouds hung mo- 
tionless above the flat calm sea. The 
Tan Sahsa DC-3 floated through them, 
droning along in solitude. Far off, the 
gray haze obscured the thin horizon 
that separated the sea from the sky. | 
closed my eyes and listened to the 
hum of the engines, mesmerized by 
our Indiana Jones adventure. 

The short, 40 minute hop from the 
Honduras coastal city of La Ceiba to 
Guanaja in the Bay Islands offered a 
breathtaking view. In the distance, the 
mountainous island appeared to be 
adrift in an endless ocean. As the twin 
propeller plane banked hard to begin 
its final approach, | was awed by the 
emerald slopes that rolled into the 
sapphire sea. 

Suddenly, one of the passengers

yelled, ‘‘Whale shark!’’ People 
pressed their noses flat against the 
small windows, straining to see the 
whale shark as we passed Iow over It. 
lt was swimming slowly along the cor- 
al drop-off. | watched as the cumber- 


some beast loafed on the surface. 
Perhaps 50 feet long, it was easily dis- 
tinguished by the white spots that cov- 
ered its back. 

After quickly deplaning, we were 
met by the friendly staff of Posada del 
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TRAVEL 


Sol resort. Excitedly, we explained 
about the whale shark. An immediate 
radio dispatch was sent to all fisher- 
men in the area to watch for the ani- 
mal and report its position. We were 
later told that although such sightings 
are uncommon they do occasionally 
occur in the Bay Islands. Owing to the 
remoteness of Guanaja in the western 
Caribbean, the diverse marine life and 
the rich planktonic waters, the chance 
of such encounters with large pelagics 
is everpresent. 

Unfortunately, my stay was not long 
enough to search for the monstrous 
fish. However, this was not too disap- 
pointing. The few days that | did spend 
on Guanaja, | finned through fish filled 
submarine canyons, explored volca- 
nic caves, handfed a large barracuda, 
hugged a huge grouper, swam among 
a flowing school of horse-eye jacks 
and crawled inside a shark filled cave 
for a heart pounding experience. 

Posada del Sol (Inn of the Sun) is an 
uncommon treat for the discriminating 
diver. Resembling a posh country club 
for the rich and famous, it is a physical 
masterpiece of Mediterranean style 
villas. Formerly a private estate for an 
eccentric millionaire, the resort has 
maintained its charm and elegance, 
yet typifies the perfect scuba retreat. 

The white stucco resort with the red 
tiled roof is a stark contrast to the sur- 
rounding jungle. Spread across a 
beautiful powder-sand beach, the re- 
sort is comprised of 18 rooms—four 
with king sized beds, the others with 
twin beds. All of the rooms have 
ocean view jalousie windows. There 
are four units on the beach, two in the 
main clubhouse and 12 along the ele- 
vated sundeck, across from the fresh- 
water swimming pool. Additionally, 
one room has a private sitting and din- 
ing area. All rooms are tastefully deco- 
rated with high wood beamed celil- 
ings, hanging fans, Spanish tile floors 
and marble vanities and showers. 

The pool area is surrounded by ac- 
cents of tropical flowers. Orchids grow 
wild throughout the well manicured 
grounds as do hibiscus, bougainvil- 
laea and bottlebrush. For those who 
appreciate exotic birds, Posada del 
Sol is like an open aviary. Scarlet ma- 
caws roam freely about the resort and 
other species of wild parrots can be 
found everywhere. 

The main house contains the beauti- 
fully decorated dining room and hand- 
some indoor/outdoor lounge and club

room. The bar is adjacent to the pool, 
conveniently allowing guests to sam- 
ple their favorite fresh tropical fruit 
drinks while working on a suntan. Be- 
yond the guesthouse are the lighted 
tennis courts and the covered boat- 
house, where all the dive gear is 
stored in a dehumidified lockup. Next 
to the boathouse is an exercise room 
packed with weight sets and Universal 
equipment. Behind the resort is a na- 
ture trail leading up the steep side of 
the mountain. 

The marina provides excellent pro- 
tection for Posada del Sol’s fleet of 
dive boats. The Spanish Diver and 
Treasure Diver are identical 42 foot fi- 
berglass V-hulled diesel vessels. Both 
were designed specifically for diving 
by Hulls Unlimited and pack an assort- 
ment of marine electronics. There are 
also wide walk-through transoms, 
easy access dive platforms with ex- 
tended ladders, and covered deck 
space. The /s/lefia is a similarly 
equipped 36 foot dive boat and the 
Top Diver is a 25 foot open fisherman. 

A new, full-rental dive shop and film 
lab are planned, and there are VHS 
and 8mm video cameras for rent as 
well as editing and soundtrack capa- 
bilities to allow you to record your 
week's diving adventures. Several 
rental cameras are available for the 
novice photographer or as a backup 





for the serious pro. 

The principal owner of Posada del 
Sol is George Cundiff, a former com- 
mercial diver and devoted scuba en- 
thusiast. General manager John Pro- 
peck is his lifelong friend and ex-com- 
mercial diving buddy. Both'men, who 
retired early in life, pursue sport diving 
as emphatically as they pursued the 
commercial diving trade. George's 
success as head of one of the coun- 
try's largest commercial diving com- 
panies, and John’s completion of a re- 
cord string of 1,000 foot saturation 
dives, are impressive. Today, their ef- 
forts are directed toward providing op- 
timum diving services for their guests. 
As George quotes himself from a pre- 
vious article, ‘Posada is a diving re- 
sort from beginning to end.’’ Resident 
manager Melissa Langham and oper- 
ations manager Tino Monterroso are 
also aware that the hotel’s success is 
built on repeat customers. Excellent 
support services, topside amenities 
and a program of three tank boat 
dives per day, with quick and easy ac- 
cess to the reefs, make Posada del 
Sol a first class operation. 

The geological forces that created 
the rugged island of Guanaja are mir- 
rored in an image of equal beauty un- 
derwater. The shallow reefs gently 
Slope to a depth of 25-40 feet, where 
vertical drop-offs begin. The drop-offs

offer wall diving at its finest. Great trum- 
pet, rope and barrel sponges dot the 
wall, along with stands of gorgonians, 
black coral trees and huge lavender sea- 
fans. Brilliant yellow tube sponges 
abound on these walls, gilding some 
areas in such a way that they appear to 
be pots of gold at the end of a rainbow. 

One of the most exciting dives is in a 
little Known area called Blacktip Slumber- 
land. It is easily distinguished by a wide 
sand channel that runs for more than 200 
yards from the edge of the precipice to a 
natural cave system on the inside of the 
barrier reef. Inside the cave a population 
of blacktip and bull sharks maintains a 
sleepy posture with pectoral fins wedged 
into the sand. The sharks are quite ap- 
proachable, however, | suggest you 
leave ample room for them to depart 
should they decide it is uncomfortable 
with too many visitors. 

There is a massive school of horse-eye 
jacks that will engulf you at Caldera Dia- 
blo (the Devil's Cauldron). And, at certain 
times of the year, the area is completely 
inhabited by spawning groupers. An 
ocean pinnacle is nearby. A unique geo- 
logical creation, it is perfectly symmetri- 
cal. The base is perhaps 50 feet in diam- 
eter and starts at a depth of 130 feet. Ris- 
ing more than 70 feet, it terminates with 
a flattened cap approximately 15 feet 
across. Red sponges and gorgonians 
dominate the pinnacle, hanging stead- 
fastly in open water. This is an excellent 
location for underwater photography as 
larger pelagics, jacks, tarpon and school- 
ing fish congregate. 

An area known as Jim’s Silverload has 
some of the friendliest fish | have ever 
met. Named for its flowing school of 
glassy silversides, this area has a large 
resident barracuda that can be handfed. 
A population of Curious groupers Is al- 
ways on hand for a free tidbit and a large 
green moray can be enticed out of its 
home for exciting photo opportunities. 

Further discussion on reef sites would 
only be undeserving; Guanaja is a desti- 
nation you have to experience yourself. 
some sites not to miss are the Volcano 
Caves, a series of interconnecting caves 
stretched over a mile and one-half in 60 
feet of water; Vertigo, a shear wall with a 
condominium sized population of black 
crinoids; Margate Cave, with an assort- 
ment of swim-through coral caves ac- 
cented with tropical fish; and Nick’s 
Humps, four huge mounds in an open 
sand area at 90 feet. 

Each week Posada del Sol offers an 
around the island trip with two or three 
dives and a beach barbecue. An Indiana 
Jones-style safari through a dense tropi- 
cal jungle to a beautiful mountain water- 
fall is an island highlight.

THIRTY-FIVE YEARS AGO, 
FEBRUARY 1953 

This month SKIN DIVER Magazine was 
One year and two months old and con- 
tained 20 pages. A lot was happening. 

The Council of Diving Clubs, itself less 
than one year old, joined forces with the 
Ocean Fish Protective Association to help 
promote good practices and good legis- 
lation in all types of ocean fishing. The 
combined membership of these two or- 
ganizations had a lot to do with the self 
governing status of sport diving. Bill 
Barada was chairman of the Council of 
Diving Clubs. SKIN DIVER supported 
both sport divers and their council. 

The first ever diving club, The Bottom 
Scratchers of San Diego, was a 20 year 
old entity and still going strong. Ben 
Stone, one of the charter members, re- 
ported on a dive that he, Glenn Orr and 
Jack Prodanovich made for lobster in 
early 1933 that sparked the idea of a div- 
ing club. The club did not have a presi- 
dent. The fearless leader of the group of 
11 members was the diver who speared 
the largest fish during the year. His title 
was Grand Exalted Walrus.

Dr. Hans Hass’ great film, Under the 
Red Sea, was showing at the Orphium 
Theater and drawing good crowds. The 
Los Angeles Neptunes set up an interest- 
ing display of sport diving equipment, 
mounted fish and lobster in the lobby of 
the theater.

The big activities of that era were 
spearfishing contests and trying to find a 
drysuit that was dry. Wetsuits were still in 
the future. 


FIFTEEN YEARS AGO, 
FEBRUARY 1973 

SKIN DIVER boasted more than 100 
pages and lots of paid ads. It was as 
healthy as was the sport it supported. 

An article titled Atomic Graveyard was 
featured. An advertisement for the film, 
The Bikini Expedition, was also part of 
this month’s SKIN DIVER. The feature, 
the ad and the film were exciting but had 
several errors of fact. The most glaring 
was the statement that the expedition to 
photograph in Bikini was “...the first 
time ever a team of divers dared venture 
into the ‘deadly fathoms’ of Bikini La- 
goon.’ Fact: U.S. Navy divers were 
working underwater in Bikini just days af- 
ter both the first and second blast, recov- 
ering instruments, taking photographs 
and operating underwater TV systems 
while gathering information on the effects 
of the blasts. Tolerances to exposure to 
radioactive material were sometimes as 
short as 15 minutes. 

The battle of Pennekamp Park was 
heating up, as reported by SKIN DIVER 
Magazine’s Bill Barada. Politics and 
greed were wrecking the place. 

Jim and Cathy Church were already 
doing Underwater Photography, Quick 
and Easy for SDM readers. Color had 
come to diving in splashy colored tanks, 
BCs, wetsuits, fins, masks and bikini-clad 
girls. Diving was a grand sport for all.

hen you see the color of the pano- 

rama below change abruptly from 
the characteristic indigo of the deep Gulf 
Stream to the bright turquoise of the Ba- 
~ hamas, you understand why the Spanish 
called this area the shallow sea. As your 
50 minute Southern Outbound Air Charter 
continues, the flats pass beneath you in 
a series of repetitious blue-green and 
white swirls, bars and sinuous streaks. 
Occasional blue holes interrupt the 
graceful linear patterns. Even before 
you're close enough to begin your de- 
scent to Chub Cay and Neal Watson’s 
Undersea Adventures, you can spot the 
dramatic drop-off. The cyan color of the 
shallow water reefs changes suddenly in- 
to an ultramarine created by 6,000 feet of 
clear seawater. You know the diving will 
be great. 

The Berry Islands mark the rim of the 
Great Bahamas bank and the western 
edge of the Tongue of the Ocean. Chub 
and Fraziers Hog Cays sit at the southern 
end of the Berry Islands. Behind Chub 
Cay, shallow flats stretch out to the north- 
ern tip of the Berry Islands and all the way 
east to Bimini. This enormous shallow 
area serves as a breeding ground and 
nursery for many species of fish. Marlin, 
sailfish and tuna come out of the deep 
Tongue of the Ocean to feed offshore 
Chub’s lush coral reefs. 

A wonderfully varied collection of fish 
dwell on Chub’s reefs. For example, 
while you are concentrating on a little 
longsnout butterflyfish, you probably 
won't observe the wall of crevalle jacks 
cruising over the reef behind you. As you 
wait for the shy hamlet to grow accus- 
tomed to your shiny camera housing and 
noisy bubbles, you might fail to notice the 
spadefish circling your fins. Peering 
through the viewfinder of your Nikonos

an instant after you shoot your partner 
hovering above a branching black coral 
tree, you may see an enormous eagle ray 
glide under your buddy’s fins. Sound un- 
likely? For some places perhaps, but not 
here. It all happened to the author on just 
one dive at Chub Cay! No wonder divers 
call this the ‘Fishbowl of the Bahamas.”’ 

Chub Cay Club is a privately owned re- 
sort. Guests get the ambiance of a small 
out-island environment coupled with the 
service of a well established yacht club. 
After clearing customs and immigration at 
the island's airport (don’t forget to bring 
your passport, voter's registration card or 
birth certificate), the Chub Cay Club cour- 
tesy van takes visitors for the brief ride 
through the pine woods to the club and 
marina. No doubt you will be given one 
of the rooms that is strategically located 
between the dive shop and the restau- 
rant. A few steps out the door and you’re 
in the pool. Not only do the air-condi- 
tioned rooms come with satellite cable 
color TV, but each also has a refrigerator 
and complimentary coffee and tea. 

To make island life more comfortable 
and predictable, the Chub Cay Club built 
its own electrical power station and desa- 
lination plant. The marina creates several 
benefits for visiting divers. You can go for 
two dives in the morning; on the after- 
noon charter board either a sleek sport- 
fishermen to troll for big gamefish in the 
deep water or hire a shallow draft fishing 


boat to wander the flats in search of: 


bonefish. Chub Cay Club's island ameni- 
ties and 85 slip marina attract the very 
wealthy as well as very knowledgeable 
sport fishermen. Multimillion dollar sailing 
and motor yachts up to 165 feet in length 
often come into Chub. You never know 
who may sail in during the season. 

The Commissary & Androsia Gift Shop 








stocks goodies that appeal to all. Wheth- 
er you want to tuck away a bottle of good 
wine or champagne in your refrigerator or 
need to purchase some shampoo and ra- 
zor blades, the commissary has it. It also 
sells fashionable resort wear. 

Next to the commissary and, fortunate- 
ly, not too far from the rooms, you will dis- 
cover the Flying Bridge Restaurant and 
Bar. Upon entering the restaurant, it’s not 
unusual to find yourself invited to join a 
group already seated at a large table. 
Like the atmosphere at the Flying Bridge, 
the service is friendly. Although, as you. 
might expect, you are in the land of fresh 
seafood, this restaurant serves a great 12 
ounce sirloin steak and New Zealand 
lamb chops. Try the Chub Cay conch 
chowder or cracked conch. You can or- 
der the fresh catch of the day either 
broiled or fried. If you can’t make up your 
mind, sample some conch, shrimp and 
grouper on the fisherman's platter pre- 
sented with the Bahamian traditional side 
dish of peas and rice. Save a little room 
for the carrot cake or sinfully rich choco- 
late cake. You can work off the dessert 
at the bumper pool or Ping-Pong tables. 
Since Undersea Adventures packages in- 
clude full breakfasts and dinners, you. 
may also opt to burn up a few calories on 
the club’s two tennis courts or rent a bicy- 
cle from the hotel. Those who move at a 
quieter pace will appreciate the unspoiled 
beauty of three mile long Queen’s Beach.

of handling a crowd, Neal won't permit 
more than 22 divers on the Sharkbuster 
or more than 12 passengers on the Hum- 
ble Two. 

Kevin English, Neal Watson's resident 
divemaster and video pro, doesn’t be- 
lieve in making guests carry tanks; he fig- 
ures their hands should be free to carry 
Nikonoses and video housings. Besides, 
who really wants to work on vacation? 
Just inside the dive shop’s main door, to 
the left of the service counter, is the 
guests’ gear storage room. At the time of 
this writing, work was underway to com- 
plete the photo lab and video center. The 
new facility will connect to the right side 
of the dive shop. Undersea Adventures 
offers camera rentals and E-6 process- 
ing. Many guests elect to have Kevin 
shoot them feeding the tame grouper or 
diving along the wall; they leave with a 
custom tape from Kevin that includes 
both their personal footage and some of 
Kevin's special stock images from 
around Chub Cay. 

Looking for year-round great diving? 
Go to Chub Cay. During the winter, the 
frequent northeast winds can cause trou- 
ble for some locations, but not Chub. Its 
reefs lie in the sheltering lee of the island. 
Combine this with the proximity of the 
dive sites that are, as Kevin English put 
it, ““embarrassingly close to the resort,”’ 
and you end up with 10 or 15 minute boat 
rides to calm water even on windy days. 

For your first dive you may visit Truck 
Lagoon. Like so many of the area's sites 
it has a stair step profile. You can pick 
your depth on coral ridges from 20 to 60 
feet. While you play around the airplane 
cabin in 25 feet, don't be surprised if one 
of the resident gray angelfish swims by 
looking for a handout. Around the many 
truck chassis and bodies you can spot ti- 
ger and Nassau groupers, banded and 
spotfin butterflyfish and spadefish. 

Be sure to dive at Caves and Caverns. 
This shallow reef starts in just 15 feet with 
sand channels dropping to 30 feet in 
spots. Arrowcrabs and banded coral 
shrimp are common. Silvery fry gather in 
the narrow canyons and deep over- 
hangs. Crinoids adorn the coral heads. 

At Mama Rhoda Rock you can scuba 
or snorkel around a fantastic elkhorn gar- 
den. Near Mama Rhoda Rock, several 
coral ridges fan out from a central point. 
The two highest fingers define Grouper 
Gully. Look for huge tiger groupers under 
the coral shelves. Lobsters hide in the 
deeper recesses of the reef. Snappers 
and grunts school in several places here. 

Bring some hotdogs to the reef at An- 
geltown if you want to collect a crowd. 
French and gray angelfish will compete

with the Nassau groupers, coneys and 
hinds for your attention and your food. 
The yellowtails will probably follow you 
up to the dive boat. Out on the sand flats 
you may see the garden eels swaying to 
their own rhythm or spot a jack hanging 
above a southern stingray as it searches 
the sand for food. 

Overlook earned its name because the 
coral ridge at 70 feet rises above the 
slope leading down to the wall. This is 
one of several locations where you can 
easily swim over large black coral trees 
and colorful tube and basket sponges. 
Kevin is developing a friendship with two 
resident eagle rays whose wingspan ex- 
ceeds five feet! 

The reef drops vertically from 80 feet 
straight down into the inky blue at Dyna- 
mite Wall. It is hard to decide whether you 
should admire the colorful growth on the 
drop-off or stare out into the blue water to 
catch a glimpse of passing schools of tu- 
na and mackerel. Chub Cay is truly a fish 
watcher’s paradise.

So, what is the bottom line? Put simply, 
life is about to get more complex, espe- 
cially for boat operators, divemasters, in- 
structors, resorts and stores. Everyone 
will have to become familiar with two sep- 
arate (and acceptable) dive tables. They 
are equally safe, but not interchangeable. 

The split will occur gradually over a pe- 
riod of two to three years, but it will most 
certainly come. At last count, PADI was 
certifying seven out of every ten divers in 
the United States. It will not be long be- 
fore many PADI courses begin producing 
enlightened scuba students using new 
multilevel tables. The. wheels of progress 
roll ON. >t.

Great Barrier Reefs Five Best Dive Spots

he Great Barrier Reef is regarded as 

one of the Seven Underwater Won- 
ders of the World. Running parallel to 
Australia’s northeastern coast, it spans 
1,200 miles of living coral reefs. Often de- 
scribed as the world’s largest living thing, 
the Great Barrier Reef is packed with an 
incredible variety of hard and soft corals, 
invertebrates and Indo-Pacific reef fish. 
The abundance of marine life is so re- 
markable that the Australian government 
has declared the Barrier Reef the world’s 
largest marine park. 

Needless to say, there are thousands 
of dive sites along this vast stretch of 
South Pacific ocean, but only a few are 
remarkably unique. The following is a 
brief description of the five most popular 
dive areas along the Great Barrier Reef. 

Heron Island: At the southern inside 
end of the Barrier Reef, 50 miles off the 
Australian coast, is a small resort on a ti- 
ny island. A large circular reef surrounds 
it and offers an opportunity to explore no 
less than 35 dive sites—mostly shallow, 
from 10-70 feet. Heron Island Reef is 
loaded with living corals, macro critters, 
small soft corals and tons of tame fish. 
While visibility is not the best (usually 50 
feet), the prolific marine life makes this 
spot a unique underwater zoo. There are 
at least one dozen fish feeding stations 
and an opportunity to shoot close-up 
photos of coral trout, batfish, barramundi, 
sweetlips, moray eels and a dozen other 
species. Heron is also great for macro 
photography of wildly colored nudi- 
branchs, clownfish and other critters. 

Heron Island Reef can be dived by 
staying at the Heron Island Resort and 
taking the resort dive boat to the reef 
twice daily for a one tank dive.

SS Yongala: Unquestionably the most 
unique shipwreck in the South Pacific, 
the wreck is inside the Barrier Reef, in the 
middle of a deep shipping channel. The 
Yongala was a 350 foot long cargo/pas- 
senger steamship that disappeared in 
1911. It was lost for 35 years before be- 
ing discovered by divers. Today, she lies 
in 80 feet of water, overgrown with ma- 

_rine life. Serving as a beacon on a flat 
seabed, the wreck Is a veritable fishbowl 
with schools continuously swirling around 
the hulk. The marine life is actually lay-

ohnpei (formerly called Ponape) is 

the picture post card image of a tropi- 
cal paradise. This high volcanic island is 
blessed with lush green vegetation, cas- 
cading waterfalls, winding streams and 
tropical rain forests. Flowers and fruit 
grow everywhere and the friendly island 
residents welcome visitors. 

Mountainous Pohnpei is encircled by a 
living coral barrier reef, plus some 25 
small islands and cays. Outside the barri- 
er reef, the coral drops straight away, 
forming a breathtaking series of vertical 
walls where underwater visibility exceeds 
150 feet and fish abound. 

The scenic treasures of this marvelous 
circular island, combined with superb 
coral reefs, make Pohnpei a five star 
choice for divers who are accompanied 
by nondiver companions. Although it may 
not have high rise hotels, fancy night- 
clubs and trendy beaches, it does offer 
something much rarer—a natural beauty 
and a unique insight into a Micronesian 
culture unchanged for centuries.

Pohnpei is the third Micronesian island 
in the westbound route of Air Microne- 
sia's journey from Honolulu to Guam. It 
lies 647 miles west of Kwajalein and only 
435 miles east of Truk Lagoon. A large 
landing strip at the northern tip of the is- 
land can easily accommodate Air Mike’s 
727 jets. The airport also serves a small- 
er inter-island airline that operates flights 
to the nearby island of Kosrae. 

Volcanic in nature, Pohnpei is much 
different from the flat coral atolls in the 
Marshall Islands or Truk Lagoon. This is 

_a large, singular island with mountain 
peaks rising more than 1,200 feet. The 
vegetation can only be described as ‘‘su- 
per tropical’ for it rains at least once a 
day. The island contains 23 rivers and 
streams that empty into the rich man- 
grove bays and coves that surround it. 

_ Kolonia is Pohnpei’s major city and the 
seat of government. More than 10,000 is- 
landers now live there. Pohnpei offers as 
much to see on land as U/W for it is one 


of the few Micronesian islands that has

ruins from every period of its history. The 
stone city of Nan Madol is a mysterious 
product of early Micronesian develop- 
ment. Built on the inner edge of the barri- 
er reef is a sophisticated complex of 100 
manmade islands and stone paved 
canals. The walls of the main buildings 
are 40 feet high, 18 feet thick and con- 
structed of stone (basalt) logs weighing 
several tons each. How this city was con- 
structed, and the identity of the lost civili- 
zation that built it, remain a puzzle. 
Other interesting historical sites include 
the remnants of a Spanish conquistador 
fort dating back to the 16th century. A 
German cemetery contains gravestone 


~ legends of early 20th century colonialism. 


The ruins of an electrical generator plant 
provide mute evidence of Japanese oc- 
cupation during World War I!. Additional 
side trips include a visit to a Polynesian 
village, shopping at the handicraft co-op, 
or a picnic at one of Pohnpei’s three 
magnificent waterfalls. And, don’t pass 
up the opportunity to shop for spices— 
Pohnpei produces some of the world’s 
finest gourmet pepper. 

Pohnpei presently has one-half dozen 
or so hotels and three dive operations. 
The most popular of these among visiting 
American divers is a lovely hillside resort 
called The Village. Six miles from the air- 


port, this Micronesia style hotel was built

Seven day, guided ecological tours of 
the coral reef at.Looe Key National Ma- 
rine Sanctuary now include marine life 
survey activities to aid resource manage- 
ment in the sanctuary. Working in con- 
junction with sanctuary manager Billy D. 
Causey, ReefQuest Expeditions’ tour 
groups will catalogue all longspine ur- 
chins (Diadema antillarum) and false cor- 
als (Ricordia floridae) sighted during 
trips.

and is run by two American expatriates, 
Bob and Patti Arthur. The resort consists 
of 21 private bungalows, built on the side 
of a mountain at a height of 150 feet, 
overlooking the barrier reef and lagoon 
below. Set apart for maximum privacy, 
each bungalow is crafted of handwoven 
thatch, mahogany lumber and mangrove 
wood. The bungalows are screened on 
three sides for maximum cooling from the 
trade winds. They contain overhead fans, 
modern toilets, stall showers, electric 
lights and comfortable beds. 

The main hotel structure consists of a 
dining room, cocktail bar and large ve- 
randa with a magnificent view of the la- 
goon. The meals are excellent, with an of- 
fering of both American cuisine and spe- 
cial Micronesian dishes such as steamed 
mangrove crab. 

Owner Bob Arthur is also an avid diver 
and maintains a scuba center right on the 
premises. The Village has its own air 
compressor, air storage system, 50 scu- 
ba tanks and assorted accessories. It 
maintains a small fleet of three boats 
used for scuba diving, snorkeling, sight- 
seeing and tours of Nan Madol. 

Since Pohnpei is surrounded by a bar- 
rier reef and drop-offs, diving is quite 
good on just about any side of the island. 
There are more than 21 different passes 
that lead from the inner lagoon to the out- 
side of the reef, thus affording convenient 
access to the coral walls. Much of the 
diving is done on the northeast side of the 
barrier reef as this is close to the hotel. 
The drop-off generally starts at 40 feet, 
with the top edge of the wall covered in 
a magnificent array of Pacific hard corals. 
These marvelous sculptured formations 
can be absolutely breathtaking. 

Pohnpei is especially known for its 
amazing variety and abundance of 
Crinoids. They come in a multitude of dif- 
ferent colors and often cluster in groups 
of six or eight. Also seen on the upper 
edge of the wall are many carpet anemo- 
nes with resident clownfish of several 
species. These pixie-like creatures are a 
source of unlimited entertainment and 
provide the perfect subjects for close-up 
photography. Growing out from the verti- 
cal wall are giant seafans of many colors, 
some measuring six feet in height. 

The fish action on the outside of the 
wall can be exciting. Sharks are often 
sighted and photographed at the en- 
trances of coral reef passes. At the north- 
ern tip of the reef, divers often see 
schools of jacks and sometimes big tuna. 
Large manta rays are frequently seen in 
the fall months, beginning with October. 
Their wingspans often reach 12 feet. 

Pohnpei is also well known for its shel- 
ling. The outer edge of the barrier reef is 
home to the golden cowry—one of the

TREASURE WRECK 
BECOMES 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL PARK 


Florida's first Underwater Archaeologi- 
cal Park was dedicated recently. It is on 
the site of the Urca de Lima—one of 13 
treasure-laden ships that sank off Flori- 
da’s coast in a hurricane in 1715. A large 
bronze plaque on a buoy, donated by 
Dixie Divers, marks the site of this historic 
galleon, which is in 12 feet of water 200 
yards off the north end of Pepper Park in 
Fort Pierce. It is an easy area for both div- 
ers and snorkelers to get to. Maps and 
additional historical information can be 
picked up at any Dixie Divers Store. 

The shipwreck is also referred to as the 
Wedge Wreck, because of the pieces of 
silver cut in the shape of wedges found 
by salvors in the 1960s. 

Roger C. Smith, Department of State 
archaeologist, and Tommy Gore, area 
representative for the Division of Ar- 
chives—who made this project possible— 
will work with Dixie Divers to provide a 
course on archaeological mapping, 
cleaning and preserving artifacts and oth- 
er points of interest regarding this field.

mental sounds and anomalous noises. 
As electronic systems improved, and as 
computers were developed for storing 
submarine noise ‘‘signatures,’’ these 
crude beginnings became the heart of 
modern military submarine search, identi- 
fication and attack systems. 


OPENING THE WINDOW 

When long umbilicals were developed 
that permitted sending power and elec- 
tronic signals to and from submerged 
systems, it became possible to mount so- 
nar transducers in a towfish—or fish—one 
on each side, pointing in opposite direc- 
tions. The fish and transducers could 
then be towed at a depth that depended 
on the total depth of the water as well as 
other factors. 

Transducers mounted in the fish trans- 
mit high frequency, high intensity sound 
pulses to either side of the towing vessel. 
In the horizontal plane the sound beams 
are narrow; in the vertical they are wide. 
The echoes of the high intensity sound 
waves that are reflected from any irregu- 
larities of the bottom are received by the 
transducer in the fish. They are then con- 
verted to electrical energy and sent via 
the umbilical to a special graphic record- 
er on board the towing vessel where an 
electronic image is recorded on a chart. 

Modern sidescan sonars are greatly 
improved in their effectiveness and have 
evolved into sensitive, rugged instru- 
ments capable of imaging the sea bottom 
in great detail. More importantly to divers, 
objects resting on or buried beneath the 
bottom can be revealed. The window into 
the sea has been opened. 


ABOUT SIDESCAN SONAR 

One of the original researchers and de- 
velopers of sidescan sonar was Martin 
Klein, now president of Klein Associates, 
Inc. Sidescan equipment manufactured 
by Klein Associates includes systems for 
mine hunting, determining the condition 
of channels with sub-bottom profiling and 
Microprofiler systems for seabed map- 
ping and related accessories. 

some of the most versatile tools for 
divers are models of Klein’s Hydroscan 
advanced equipment for sonar imaging. 
They are designed in modular form to 
permit the user to put together the opti- 
mum configuration for a specific applica- 
tion. They are lightweight, portable and 
have been used from vessels of all sizes, 
including inflatable boats. The basic sys- 
tem, as used by divers for shipwreck 
search and evaluation, is composed of 
four units: the power supply, the record- 
ing unit, the fish and the umbilical. 


THE POWER SUPPLY 
For use on board small boats, such as 
conventional outboards or inflatables, 





two 12 volt car batteries can be used as 
a source for 24 volt power. A built-in con- 
verter permits the use of 110 or 220 volt 
power when either of these voltages are 
available, such as on larger vessels.

THE RECORDING UNIT 

Weighing about 100 pounds, the 
graphic recording unit is the heaviest part 
of the system. It contains the various op- 
erating controls such as gain and for tun- 
ing the electronics. The drive motor feeds 
a 19 inch wide recording paper and the 
printing mechanism to provide hard copy 
of bottom conditions.

90 kHz will effectively “‘scan’’ a swath of 
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ocean bottom one kilometer (0.621 mile) 
in width. For smaller targets, a higher res- 
olution towfish transmitting at 100 kHz, 
with a swath width of 400 meters (436 
yards) is used. For extremely high resolu- 
tion imaging, the 500 kHz towfish is used 
to detail very small objects. The sub-bot- 
tom profiler could be used to investigate 
material buried in the bottom. 

In operation the fish is towed behind 
the support boat at a prescribed height 
above the bottom as determined by 
depth, bottom contours and surface con- 
ditions. In the boat a crew tunes and 
monitors the image being recorded while 
keeping a careful watch for suspected 
targets. Closer examination of targets 
can be made by making additional 
passes with the sonar. A target can also 
be buoyed and, if at diving depth, investi- 
gated visually by divers. 

The above operations can be per- 
formed at a boat speed of five to six Knots 
while covering a swath nearly three-quar- 
ters of a mile in width. For comparison, a 
diver searching underwater can—at 
best—cover one mile an hour and, with 
the best visibility, scan a swath of 200 
feet; usually much less. A diver cannot 
see beneath the silt. Sidescan sonar can. 


IN CONCLUSION 
Starting at about $34,000, sidescan 
sonar systems are admittedly expensive. 
In commercial diving, where extreme ac- 
curacy of information is necessary over a 


wide area, they become cost effective. . 


The position of the /itanic was deter- 
mined by sidescan sonar. The Breadal- 
bane, sunk for 130 years; the Vanderbilt 
yacht Alva, sunk in 1891; and the Edin- 
burg, with five tons of gold on board, 
were all located by sidescan sonar. In 
wreck diving, its use means obtaining in- 
formation about potentially valuable ma- 
terial that no other system can provide.

DIVER’S DELIGHT

hocolate is one of our national pas- 

times. Americans have defined the 
term ‘‘chocoholic’’ with their addiction to 
chocolate bars, truffles and fudge brow- 
nies. Today, even health nuts find it hard 
to resist chocolate covered strawberries, 
apples and grapes. Americans not only 
eat chocolate, but they read chocolate, in 
publications such as Chocolate News 
and Chocolatier Magazine. 

A new gourmet confection has hit the 
chocoholic’s list of favorites—the Califor- 
nia chocolate abalone. The harvest of 
these delicacies takes place in late 
March, just in time for Easter. They are 
found only in Monterey Bay. To obtain 
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Divers flocked to Monterey’s San Carlos 
Beach to search for chocolate abalone. 


these unique creatures chocolate lovers 
must first become scuba divers. Then 
they can participate in the annual Califor- 
nia Chocolate Abalone dive, held the last 
Saturday in March. 

The six inch, ten ounce, solid-choco- 
late-with-almond abalones entice hun- 
dreds of chocolate lovers into Monterey 
Bay each year. But, can these chocolate 
sea creatures actually be harvested in the 
chilly seawater? 

Al Huelga, owner of Aquarius Dive 
Shop in Monterey, admits it’s not a natu- 
ral phenomenon for chocolate to grow in 
the sea. However, with a little help, it 
thrives under rocks and in kelp beds. 

Al created the California chocolate ab- 
alone five years ago and Aquarius Dive 
Shop sponsors the harvesting. Al has 
been in the chocolate business 20 years 
and has been diving for 12. 

‘In three years the chocolate abalone 
harvest has really become the ideal 
treasure hunt for California divers,’’ Al ex- 








plains. Each vacuum packed chocolate 
abalone is accompanied by a number, 
which corresponds to a prize ashore. 
‘Divers are not only motivated to dive, 
but they have a prize waiting for them 
when they reach shore. What better moti- 
vation than chocolate?”’ 

Manufacturers support this event, with 
donated prizes ranging from air cards to 
wetsuits to magazine subscriptions to 
dive trips to pizza. ‘“‘The support we've 
obtained is tremendous. Donors under- 
stand the desire for and attractiveness of 
this event, and they go out of their way to 
help us promote safe sport diving.”’ 

The third annual California Chocolate 
Abalone Dive, held March 28, 1987, had 
almost 50 companies donating nearly 
200 prizes. The 260 scuba chocolatiers 
searched for 175 abalones and found 
169, including three from the 1986 Choc- 
olate Abalone Dive! Needless to say, 
those three were not edible. 

The chocolate abalones are placed in 
a one-quarter square mile area off San 
Carlos Beach, just south of Monterey’s 
breakwater (Coast Guard Pier). Depths 
range from 10-30 feet and buoys mark 
the boundaries. 

Participants pre-register by mail or in 
person, obtaining an entry form at almost 
any of the dive shops in Central and 
Northern California. Divers may also reg- 
ister on the day of the event at the Aquari- 
us Dive Shop on Del Monte Avenue. Eve- 
ryone must have a dive buddy or one will 
be assigned. All participants must check 
in at both Aquarius and at the beach that 
morning. Beach check-in is at San Carlos 
Park at the gear drop-off point. Partici- 
pants get a red ticket that verifies their 
registration and qualifies them for the raf- 
fle that afternoon. Undiscovered prizes 
are raffled after the dive. 

After official picture-taking, everyone 
suits up on the beach and prepares for 
entry. Around 11:00 am the starting gun 
fires and the mob of equipment-laden 
coldwater cavorters plunges into the 
chocolate-infested waters of Monterey 
Bay. The spectators seem as excited to 
see the diver’s bubbles and flying fins as 
the divers are to find the chocolate. 

Speaking of fins, the visibility this year 
was a Spectacular 20 feet—until more 
than 500 fins began their duty. The 
weather was a spectacle in itself at more 
than 80°F. 

You do not have to be a chocoholic to 
be a scuba chocolatier and participate in 
the Chocolate Abalone Dive. All you 
really need is a fun-loving spirit, a taste 
for excitement and a paid entry fee! Oh, 
and this year, March 26, a few rules will 
be changed: 1) A limit of four chocolate 
abs per diver will be enforced, and 2) A 
percentage of the entry fee will be donat- 
ed to the Pacific Grove Recompression 
Chamber. California chocolate abalones 
are Currently available—dry and on the 
shelf—at Aquarius Dive Shop: 2240 Del 
Monte Avenue, Monterey, CA 93940:

DIVING OASIS 
ON THE TEXAS PLAINS

magine you're traveling down a de- 

serted stretch of Interstate 10 between 
Van Horn and Fort Stockton, Texas. 
You're just about as near to the middle of 
nowhere as you'll ever get. El Paso is the 
closest city to the west—a mere 200 
miles away—while San Antonio and Aus- 
tin are almost twice that distance to the 
east! To break the boredom of interstate 
highway travel, you decide to take the ex- 
it for a place called Balmorhea State Rec- 
reation Area. An old travel guide hiding in 
your glove compartment had said the 
place should have picnicking facilities as 
well as the usual camping accommoda- 
tions. Seems like the guide had also 
mentioned something about a swimming 
pool and maybe even a small tourist 
court. Sounds like a good place to rest 
your posterior after all that time behind 
the wheel. 

After a brief trip down an empty two 
lane highway, you arrive at the park en- 
trance and, as you enter it, two things im- 
mediately draw your attention. First is the 
contrast between the beautiful green of 
the park grounds and the dull brown of 
the surrounding arid land. Second are all 
the trucks, vans and cars with dive flag 
decals parked near the concession build- 
ing. Soon you learn the reason for both—

You find out the Balmorhea State Rec- 
reation Area contains the world’s largest 
spring-fed swimming pool!

Although 
it has concrete decking and sides, the 
bottom is natural, sloping to a depth of 30 
feet. Your newfound dive buddies from 
the dusty van, Sue Ann and Billy Bob, 
have eagerly agreed to show you the 
wonders of San Solomon Springs. These 
erupt from the bottom of this Texas sized 
swimming pool after a long journey under 
the desert floor from the distant Davis 
Mountains. As Billy Bob and Sue Ann 
wait patiently for you to gear up (thank 
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goodness they had come prepared with 
plenty of extra equipment) they explain 
that Balmorhea State Recreation Area is 
a very popular dive site for landlocked lo- 
cal divers, dive clubs and instructors. The 
term “‘local’’ refers to anybody within 500 
miles! With the nearest air station and 
dive store hours away, Balmorhea divers 
soon learn to come to the site prepared. 

Finally, you're in the water and follow- 
ing your new dive buddies down the 
rocky slope to the bottom. As you de- 
scend, thousands of minnows surround 
you, apparently expecting a handout in 
exchange for giving you the right to swim 
in their domain. Suddenly, your concen- 
tration shifts from the mass of aquatic 
fauna that encircles you to an acute 
awareness of visibility. This water has the 
unrestricted visibility you thought only ex- 
isted in those Florida springs you dived in 
last year on vacation. This can’t be Tex- 
as—not west Texas. Bult it is, and it’s not 
your imagination! 





You’ve stumbled upon one of the most 
popular dive sites in the Southwest. Ad- 
ministered today by the Texas Parks and 
Wildlife Department, the park and pool 
were constructed back in the ‘30s by the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. Exceptional 
visibility, uniform water temperatures in 
the low 70s (°F), prolific freshwater crit- 
ters and first rate camping and motel fa- 
cilities within the 43 acre park make this 
oasis a standout dive destination. 

The waters from San Solomon Springs 
make the park landscape green, provide 
irrigation for local agriculture and are also 
partially diverted into a shallow concrete 
canal that is home to two species of small 
desert fish that face extinction elsewhere 
on this planet. The Comanche Springs 
pupfish (Cyprinodon elegans) and the 
Pecos mosquitofish (Gambusia nobilis) 
now survive only through the efforts of 
conservationists who designed the spe- 
cial canal habitat necessary to duplicate 
the type of environment the little fish lost 
as the desert springs they lived in dried 
up. Let’s hope these small fish are suc- 
cessful in their battle against extinction. 

Even though Balmorhea is a little bit re-

mote, it is pretty close to a lot of other in- 
teresting places that are also a little re- 
mote. For instance, three national parks— 
Big Bend, Carlsbad Caverns and the 
Guadalupe Mountains—are all within a 
three hour drive. Fort Davis National His- 
toric Site, Davis Mountains State Park 
and the McDonald Observatory are all in 
the Davis Mountains, which begin just a 
few miles south of the park. Some of the 
best lake diving in Texas can be found in 
Aimstad Reservoir on the Texas-Mexico 
border near Del Rio, Texas and only 
about a one-half day trip from Balmorhea. 

So, next time you're traveling the wide 
open spaces of west Texas, don't forget 
to pack your dive gear or take along your 
favorite buddy. The.diving’s great and the 
scenery, spectacular. Divers are usually 
allowed to dive the pool anytime it is not 
open to the general public for supervised 
swimming activities. A small fee is 
charged and arrangements must be 
made at park headquarters before diving 
takes place. When checking in, the park 
staff will explain the special rules cover- 
ing diving in the pool and C-cards will be 
checked.

T. ROBERT KENDALL 


Oceanographer and ocean engineer 
Dr. T. Robert Kendall, 51, of La Verne, 
California died at his home October 24, 
1987 after a four and one-half year battle 
with cancer. 

A second generation Californian, 
Kendall was one of the pioneers in under- 
sea technology, designing and construct- 
ing underwater equipment and camera 
housings. He was a charter member of 
the Underwater Photographic Society of 
America.

Journal, Mondo Somerso, Ocean Indus- 
try, Sea Frontiers and the Underwater 
Photographer. He published Photo- 
graphs Underwater, which includes many 
of his award winning pictures.

ne hundred ten miles southeast of 
Cape Canso, Nova Scotia lies Sable 
Island, which seafaring men call ‘‘the 
most shipwrecked island in the world.”’ A 
veritable graveyard of lost ships in North 
Atlantic waters, more than 10,000 lives 


wrecked on Sable Island’s reefs through- 
out the past 300 years. 

Even though a specter of death hovers 
over the bare bones of many visible 
wrecks, a few divers have braved the 
shoal filled waters surrounding this lonely

shoals become boiling cauldrons when 
stormy seas break on them. Once a 
storm trapped ship is snared among 
them, she has no more chance for surviv- 
al than an insect on flypaper. Old salts 
contend 20 miles is not too wide a berth 
to give this deathtrap. 

So, why would any sane diver wish to 
test Sable’s waters? It’s the old story— 
the lure of lost treasure. 

According to Harry E. Rieseberg and 
A.A. Mikalow’s book, Fell’s Guide to 
Sunken Treasure Ships of the World, 
“The island is a treasure hunter’s para- 
dise—more than $3 million lie along its 
barren shores and offshore waters.... 
As one flies over the island, he can look 
down on many wrecked ships, mast- 
heads, partially submerged hulls... .” 

About 500 miles out in the Atlantic from 
Portland, Maine, Sable Island is 20 miles 
long, one mile wide and 85 feet high in 
places, with barely submerged sandbars 
lengthening the island another 22 miles. 
The irregular and often violent Atlantic 
currents around the island have caused 
drastic reshaping of Sable over the past 
few centuries, creating constantly shifting 
sand banks and the relocation of several 
lighthouses over the years. Here the icy 
northern waters meet the warm Gulf 
Stream to create dangerous swirling cur- 
rents and thick fog. Sable is in the center 
of that whirlpool of currents.

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COAST GUARD 
REQUIREMENTS 


In a sweeping change to the licensing 
system, the Coast Guard now requires 
anyone seeking a license to first be certi- 
fied for first aid and cardiopulmonary re- 
suscitation (CPR). In addition, anyone re- 
newing a license must have a current 
CPR certification. Certification can be 
from the American National Red Cross, 
the American Heart Association or other 
organizations approved by the U.S. 
Coast Guard. 

In response, Sea School of St. Peters- 
burg, Florida has obtained approval to 
use its professional instructors to certify 
applicants for first aid and CPR. The in- 
structors, already qualified through other 
approved sources, are being further 
trained and certified by the Maritime 
Medical Services Division of Emergency 
Physicians of Florida, Inc. 

Captain Bob Arnold, director of Sea 
school, said, ‘‘We call our first aid and 
CPR certification program POLAS, for 
Protection of Life at Sea. 

In a related matter, the Coast Guard 
has apparently heeded the complaints 
they received about their earlier plan to 
eliminate entry level licenses for captains 
of inspected vessels. They have not only 
retained entry level licenses, but have up- 
graded them, as well as expanding the 
‘Six pack’’ license. The following is a 
breakdown, prepared by Sea School: 

Licenses issued on December 1, 1987 
and after are designated either master in- 
land or master near coastal, depending 
upon the holders’ qualifications. They are 
valid for vessels as large as 100 tons. 
The near coastal version may be used as 
far as 200 miles offshore. 

Inland and ocean operator licenses, is- 
sued for inspected vessels before De- 
cember 1, 1987 remain valid until their 
normal expiration dates. A skipper who 
renews will then convert to one of the 
new master's licenses. 

The six pack license has been ex- 
panded for qualified skippers to include 
a coastal endorsement of 100 miles off- 
shore with no further route restrictions. 
The Coast Guard’s term for a six pack li- 
cense is “operator of uninspected pas- 
senger vessels,’ or OUPV. A skipper 
must have an OUPV license or higher in 
order to transport up to six passengers 
for hire on an uninspected vessel. 

The Coast Guard has emphasized that, 
for licenses issued before December 1, 
neither an inland/ocean operator nor a 
six pack operator can get the appropriate 
upgraded license until his or her present 
license is due for renewal. However, a 
headquarters spokesman said that, if an 
operator can demonstrate a real need for 
the limits authorized by the new licenses, 
he/she might obtain such limits as an en- 
dorsement on his existing license. 











Similarly, a license that gets ‘‘lost’’ will 
be replaced with a duplicate, rather than 
with an upgraded license.

NAVY REGULATOR TESTS 


According to the U.S. Navy Experimen- 
tal Diving Unit, the Poseidon Cyklon 
9000, Odin and Thor regulators all ex- 
ceed the new U.S. Navy standards for 
diving to 198 feet of seawater. They were 
tested along with 48 other commercially 
available scuba regulators. Only six ex- 
ceeded the new standard. 

The United States Navy tests revealed 
that only four sport diving regulators— 
three of which were the Poseidon units— 
provided superior performance under 
cold water conditions.

ABALONE PLANT 


Recently, six divers from the Greater 
Los Angeles Council of Divers (GLACD) 
planted 4,000 juvenile abalone off the 
coast of Palos Verdes (Southern Califor- 
nia). These abalone were donated by the 
Southern California Edison Company. 
GLACD hopes to restore coastal areas 
that have been overfished and closed to 
shellfish harvesting and to enhance pro- 
tected underwater recreational parks by 
restocking abalone. 

Edison conducts many research pro- 
grams in order to determine what impact 
its coastal generating stations might have 
on the coastal marine environment. Part 
of the research entails the cultivation of 
abalone larvae and juveniles in a hatch- 
ery. Some of these are used for studies 
of coastal resource enhancement. 

Edison donated 3,000 pink and 1,000 
green abs, averaging one inch in length, 
to GLACD. The utility also provided spe- 
cially designed planting modules to pro- 
tect the abalones from predators while 
they recover from the shock of transplan- 
tation. The abalone will leave these mod- 
ules to seek new, permanent homes. It 
will take five to seven years for them to 
grow to adult size. 

GLACD will determine the effective- 
ness of the transporting and transplanting 
techniques developed by Edison re- 
searchers. The divers will return to the 
planting sites over the next two weeks to 
determine the initial mortality rates of the 
abalone and the speed at which they 
leave the planting modules in search of 
new homes. They will submit a written re- 
port to Edison. Additionally, GLACD in- 
tends to determine the survival rate of the 
abalones over the next few years. >t 


USS SAN DIEGO TRIP 


The Research Vessel Wahoo, cap- 
tained by Steve Bielenda, recently ran a 
special expedition to the wreck of the 
USS San Diego. All aboard participated 
in a dive to photograph, videotape and 
recover artifacts from a newly discovered 
storage room in the bow of this WW | 
cruiser, now resting upside down in 110 
feet of water. 

The San Diego was originally commis- 
sioned the California in 1907. She was 
503 feet long 69 feet wide and had a dis- 
placement of 13,680 tons. The warships’ 
complement of artillery consisted of 
three, six and eight inch cannons. On Ju- 
ly 19, 1918 an explosion tore a huge hole 
in her port side. The San Diego sank 
within 28 minutes in an area known as 
Wreck Valley. 

Many artifacts recovered from the San 
Diego are displayed in museums, deco- 
rate area dive shops or are used in slide 
shows, TV shows and magazine arti- 
cles—aimed at increasing the public's in- 
terest in diving and shipwrecks.

A famous symbol of the island is its 
wild pony herd, which braves the fierce 
weather, unprotected by trees or wind- 
breaks. This herd feeds off the wild 
grasses and is often dropped hay from 
aircraft during the winter. The typical is- 
land pony is distinguishable by its chunky 
stature, sturdy legs, shaggy mane and 
long tail that sweeps the sands. A mixture 
of chestnuts, bays and browns, they 
roam the island in small bands, grazing 
on sandwort, beach pea and marram 
grass. This lush grass is the anchor of 
Sable Island. Without it the sand would 
blow away and the island would vanish. 

Seals also share the beaches with the 
wild ponies and sea birds. From a dis- 
tance, seals on the beaches often look 
like rounded rocks. Some 400 harbor 
seal pups are born on Sable each year 
from May to June, mostly on the south 
side, away from the island’s other spe- 
cies, the gray seal. 

This island had been designated as a 
lifesaving station since 1801, but it was 
not until 1873 that it obtained its first light- 
house. In his book, ‘Farguhar’s Luck, 
James A. Farquhar wrote: “‘The govern- 
ment job of a Sable Island lifeguard was 
no sinecure. The men got $12 a month 
and found their own bedding and wear-

ing apparel. They were, however, given 
free houses and free food. They had ra- 
tions of beef and pork and biscuit brought 
twice a year by the revenue cutter.... 
Wrecks brought the only news of the out- 
side world, and the men usually received 
$2 or $3 in addition to their monthly 
wages when they worked at salvaging 
goods from a wrecked ship.’ 

Today, the lifeguards are no longer at 
their stations and their houses have 
crumbled. Even the lighthouse keepers 
are gone, replaced by automatic bea- 
cons. Now the island’s only residents are 
scientists, meteorologists and oil and gas 
seekers. Without a harbor, the island is 
inaccessible to the tourist. Strict environ- 
mental controls are in force and even 
landing on the beaches is discouraged. 

The search for oil and gas on Sable 
and in the surrounding sea has been pur- 
sued since 1967. Out there, punching 
holes in the seafloor, are such giants as 
Mobil, Shell and Petro-Canada. Canadi- 
ans wonder about the environmental im- 
pact of these operations. 

Now, let’s get back to the subject of 
treasure lost on Sable’s reefs and 
beaches. Listing the gamut of treasure 
bearing ships from A to Z, we could start 
with the Ann, wrecked in 1835, and pro- 
ceed to the Zephyr, which met its doom 
in 1873. However, within the alphabet are 
too many such wrecks to be treated in 
this short article. Many of these vessels 
carried various amounts of unrecovered

treasure as well as other valuable cargo. 
Working conditions are atrocious and 
shifting sands have tended to cover most 
wrecks shortly after their sinking. 

However, it is interesting to recall that 
HMS Barbadoes, mounting 28 guns, was 
wrecked on Sable’s reefs on September 
28, 1812. Captain Thomas Huskisson 
had in his charge $500,000 in gold and 
silver Specie and bullion. 

Ten years later the French ship 
L’Americaine, while transporting more 
than $1 million in gold and silver bullion 
and specie, was lost in 72 feet of water 
off the island’s Wallace Lake. Then there 
was the Arcadia, cracking up in 1854 
with a valuable cargo of bar copper. 

Curiously, in 1777, the British ship Au- 
rora smashed to bits on the treacherous 
reefs. When survivors reached shore, 
they found seven Negro women who had 
been wrecked there 16 years earlier on 
a French ship. 

Yes, Sable Island offers a stiff chal- 
lenge to the most experienced treasure 
diver. Assuredly, it is not a pleasure jaunt 
for the weekend enthusiast. A word of 
caution: Permission to visit the island 
must be obtained from the Canadian Min- 
istry of Transport, which administers af- 
fairs of the island. One should contact:

GRAPPLE WITH 


GROUPER SURVEY

ou don’t have to question the aver- 

age diver very long to find a potential 
marine biologist. Many sport divers have 
dreams of someday becoming a marine 
scientist or oceanographer. Those who 
take the trouble to inquire about such a 
career find not only that many years of 
college and graduate school are re- 
quired, but a very limited job market ex- 
ists once they are completed. This does 
not mean, however, the average diver 
cannot make an important contribution to 
our knowledge of the sea and its inhabit- 
ants. Several programs are underway in 
Florida that utilize volunteer divers to as- 
sist oceanographers in collecting valua- 
ble data from coastal waters. 

The Seawatch program began in 1981 
at the Florida Institute of Oceanography 
(FIO) in St. Petersburg. Initial support, 
which continued through 1985, was from 
the Max and Victoria Dreyfus Foundation 
of New York. This important seed money 
allowed the development of a cadre of 
more than 100 recreational divers on 
Florida’s west coast who have an interest 
in putting their diving skills to work col- 
lecting information on the aquatic envi- 
ronment. Several programs have been 
undertaken with this funding: a juvenile 
Snapper and grouper survey, a year-long 
study of starfish in Tampa Bay and, most 
recently, a survey program for offshore 
artificial reefs in Pinellas County. 

After the initial grant from the Dreyfus 
Foundation, Florida Sea Grant awarded a 
grant to Dr. Miller at the Florida Institute 
of Oceanography to develop a curriculum 
for training recreational divers in the col- 
lection of scientific data and to teach a pi- 
lot course and evaluate it. In the spring of 
1982 a 48 hour course was given to 16 
recreational divers, including 24 hours of 
classroom study and 24 hours in the wa- 
ter. The 16 were selected from more than 
80 applicants. The course included in- 
struction by local experts in scientific 
methods, data collection, geology, chem- 
istry, biology, underwater photography 
and fish identification. The course was 
highly successful and the graduates 
since have served on Seawatch projects. 

A similar program was conducted by 
Joe Halusky, Florida Sea Grant Marine 
Extension agent for Northwest Florida. 
Halusky organized a six weekend course 
that has been taught twice with a total of 
23 divers trained from the Daytona Beach 
and Jacksonville areas. The Jacksonville 
divers have organized themselves into 
the Jacksonville Reef Research Divers,

Inc. and are working with the Jacksonville 
Offshore Sport Fishing Club under a 
$1,000 grant from the Florida Department 
of Natural Resources to do an underwa- 
ter mapping project of the artificial reef 
research divers’ handbook under Florida 
Sea Grant funding. 

The Pinellas County Artificial Reef Pro- 
gram is one of the largest continuous arti- 
ficial reef programs in North America, in 
operation for 11 years with an annual 
budget in excess of $150,000 for a total 
expenditure of just under $2,400,000 
since 1974. The Pinellas County Artificial 
Reef Program has 11 reef sites covering 
more than 100 acres of ocean bottom in 
depths from 27 to 120 feet. To undertake 
a survey and mapping project of this ex- 
tensive reef system with county person- 
nel would require a serious interruption of 
the reef building operation. Such a sur- 
vey was badly needed to assure new reef 
materials would be placed to provide 
maximum fish habitats. 

Local divers were used for this survey, 
even those who had not completed the 
previous training courses taught by the 
Seawatch program—the only require- 
ment being basic certification and having 
their own boats and dive gear. 

The divers picked up survey reels and 
clipboards with a data sheet at the Clear- 
water Marine Science Center, a water- 
front facility easily accessible to them. 
Then the diver teams went to any of the 
11 existing artificial reefs and selected 
one of the existing buoys as a starting 
point. A snap clip at the start of the 300 
foot survey reel was attached to the buoy 
anchor as a known starting point. The 
divers, in teams of two, swam for 300 feet 
on a preselected compass bearing (a 
compass was attached to the clipboard). 
Each time reef materials were passed, 
the diver with the clipboard recorded the 
type of material, height off the bottom and 
dominant fish species present. These 
reels had lead markers with numbers im- 
printed at 10 foot intervals and the data 
sheet had standard abbreviations for the 
types of reef materials andfish species. 

If legal size groupers or Snappers were 
encountered during a survey, there was 
no objection to spearing them or collect- 
ing any shells that were encountered 
along the dive. The objective was to map 
the reef materials—the fish populations 
would vary with fishing and diving pres- 
sure anyway. 

At the end of the survey, the team re- 
wound the spool on the return trip to the 
Starting point. The divers then made other 
surveys on different headings or returned 
to the boat and dived elsewhere. 

Upon returning to shore, the teams re- 
filled their tanks, refueled the boat and 
took the receipts to the Clearwater Ma- 
rine Science Center where they returned 
the reel and clipboard. They were given 








a check for the fuel and air expenses 
right there. This instant reimbursement 
was a vital part of the project. 

In later phases of the project, divers 
were requested to survey certain reefs 
and specified compass headings to fill in 
gaps from the earlier work. The final 
phase of the project involved plotting the 
data collected to produce a map showing 
the reef material distribution of each reef 
for the entire Pinellas County artificial reef 
system. This plotting was done by Dr. 
Mathews and Pinellas County Artificial 
Reef Program personnel. 

When finally complete, these maps will 
be published for local anglers and divers, 
showing the locations of the best concen- 
trations of reef materials. These maps will 
also be used by the reef building crew to 
fill in the gaps and prevent overcrowding 
of other areas. 

The response from sport divers 
throughout the Tampa Bay area was ex- 
cellent, with more than 100 divers partici- 
pating as well as several clubs. This work 
was completed at only a fraction of the 
cost of doing the work with county per- 
sonnel or contracting out the work. The 
divers who participated in the project en- 
joyed the surveys and the cost of a day’s 
diving was covered in the process. 

Plans are now underway to expand the 
program southward along the gulf coast. 
The Dreyfus Foundation and Sea Grant 
funding have run out, but hopefully, other 
funding sources can be located to contin- 
ue the work. >

geles and meet the boat.”’ 

In October of 1986, Alcyone was ex- 
ploring the offshore islands of Southern 
California—the Northern Channel Islands 
of San Miguel, Santa Rosa, Santa Cruz, 
Anacapa and Santa Barbara Islands, and 
the southern Channel Islands of Catalina, 
san Nicolas and San Clemente. The ship 
had stopped in Santa Barbara before em- 
barking to the northern five. 

The California islands were the last leg 
of the travels of Alcyone to the islands of 
the Pacific coast from Vancouver to Mexi- 
co. The film of A/cyone’s adventures is 
part of the Cousteau television series, Re- 
discovery of the World. 

The captain of the A/lcyone, Philippe 
Rueff, had programmed the ship’s navi- 
gational computer so it would arrive in 
Santa Barbara exactly at 10:00 am. And, 
Alcyone was right on time—waiting five 
minutes before entering the harbor while 
the Navy Pier was cleared of equipment. 

Soon after the flag draped ship tied to 
the pier, crowds of curious onlookers 
thronged the harbor for a close look at 
the windship with two stacks. Little boats 
circled Alcyone on the way in and they 
continued to cruise by the ship where it 
was tied up—all day long and far into the 
night. On the pier, someone said the ship 
looked like Two Mile Island, with its tall 





cylindrical stacks. Somebody else want- 
ed an autograph from ‘‘Jean-Mike.”’ 

A Cousteau Society truck parked on 
the pier, where the curious picked up lit- 
erature about the society and the ship. 
Nearby, working fishermen unloaded 
their catches and complained to Cous- 
teau about sea otters being translocated 
to San Nicolas Island. 

On board, Cousteau talked about the 
wares of A/lcyone. He pointed out the 
small boat launching ramp at the stern of 
the ship, where divers in a Zodiac inflat- 
able boat can power up onto the ramp 
while A/cyone is underway. Inside the 
cabin, two parallel hallways are arteries 
through a row of staterooms, computer 
room, dive equipment room and heads. 

The computer room provides for the 
operation of the ship. There is color ra- 
dar, depth finders, sonar and Loran. 

The turbosail system that powers Alcy- 
one is to illustrate a ‘‘way to save ener- 
gy, Cousteau said. “It’s not to replace 
the sail or engine.’’ The wind propulsion 
stacks of the propeller driven ship save 
30 to 40 percent in energy costs, he ex- 
plained. ‘That means money,’’ Cousteau 
said. ‘If you tell people we're ecology 
minded, they will walk away. But, if you 
tell them that a 30 percent savings in fuel 
consumption means money, they listen. 
Ecology and environment is the same as 
economics. ‘Ecos’ means to ‘manage 
your house. We're talking about manag- 
ing the planet.” 

Across the hall from the computer 
room is the dive equipment room. Cous- 
teau pulled out a flat, silver-gray back- 
pack, which holds long, thin scuba tanks. 
Each tank holds 5,000 psi of air, twice the 
amount found in a tank more than twice 
its size. Cousteau’s divers wear silver 
and black wetsuits and a space-age sil- 
ver helmet with a light over the forehead. 
The helmets contain communication de- 
vices that allow divers to talk to those 
aboard the ship. 

At the stern of A/cyone is a large shark 
cage. The cage, Cousteau said, was 
used by the film crew in the Farallon Is- 
lands, off San Francisco. The Farallons, 
infamous for their resident populations of 
great white sharks, had not produced a 
single shark for the cameramen. ‘‘It cost 
us a lot in chum,’ Cousteau said. 

But, certainties and guarantees are not 
what Cousteau seeks in making a docu- 
mentary. He said he prefers that the sub- 
jects of the filming he does be a surprise 
to him. “| don’t want to see the same 
things. I’m into surprises.”’ 

He commented on what he had seen in 
the islands off California. ‘‘At first | 
thought these islands were barren, but as 
soon as you start looking U/W, you see 
the uniqueness of the flora and fauna.” 

He called the islands ‘‘treasure is- 
lands’’ because they are protected by 
their distance from the mainland. He said 
the public needs to be educated to their 
delicate ecological balance. ‘The Chan- 
nel Islands are unique.’’ Cousteau said.

“If we are successful in managing the re- 
sources of these islands, we can apply 
this to the planet. The islands are a good 
test case.” 

Unity of mankind is one of the themes 
of the new Cousteau Ocean Center in 
Paris. The center will be like a space and 
underwater Disneyland, Cousteau ex- 
plained. It is one of his pet projects. Be- 
fore taking over administrative duties for 
the society (‘‘I still do too much of that, |’d 
rather be out exploring’’), Cousteau 
worked primarily as a marine architect. 

The Cousteau Ocean Center will be a 
compilation of his ideas—architectural, 
philosophical and biological. He envi- 
sions a moving walkway that would take 
visitors from inside a teardrop—where a 
mime act would point out the fact that hu- 
mans are 75 percent water—to outer 
space, where the planet Earth is seen as 
a water planet. In another exhibit, people 
would be able to move inside a whale, 
traveling first into the mouth, over the 
tongue and then into the heart, blubber 
and body of the animal. 

The ideas continue, and Cousteau said 
although his father had been asked if Re- 
discovery of the World was his last major 
film effort, the question was ‘“‘completely 
stupid.’ The films, like the ideas, flow 
nonstop in minds that never cease to 
search. >t

ABALONE 
DIVERS 
GET MY 

GOAT 


BY DICK ANDERSON 





n 1542, when Juan Cabrillo sailed up 

the California coast, according to local 
folklore he left a few domestic goats on 
some of the Channel Islands. This may 
have been accidental or it may have been 
breeding stock for the benefit of later ex- 
plorations. At any rate, the goats 
flourished. Unfortunately, translocated 
animals (including man, as this tale illus- 
trates) often play the roll of biological 
weeds, surviving at the expense of the 
native flora and fauna. On San Clemente 
the U.S. Navy has been waging war with 
the goats for 50 years or so. The goats 
may be winning. 

On Catalina the problem is handled 
with less fanfare. In fact, no fanfare at all, 
as far as | Know. There have always been 
a lot of goats on Catalina, but they’re not 
overrunning the streets of Avalon. 

One of the first diving adventure tales 
that ever inspired me was about a couple 
of footloose guys who cruised around 
Catalina, dived all the time, and ate a lot 
of abalone and lobster. But that isn’t all. 
When these guys craved red meat they'd 
look for a tender, young kid on a steep 
cliff over the water. One well aimed shot 
would cause the kid to fall right into the 
ocean and the pair would simply cruise 
over and pull it aboard. That night the kid 
would serve the purpose its ancestors 
escaped. It was roasted over a fire and 
devoured by ravenous seafarers. 

| guess this kind of stuff would appeal 
to a lot of youngsters and | don't feel too 
guilty about admitting it inspired me 
some. In those days it sounded a lot bet- 
ter than going to school or getting a job. 
| never did go out of my way to kill things 
So it took me a long time to get around to 
trying a goat dinner. 

In the late ‘50s | hung around occa- 
sionally with a couple of actors who liked 
to dive and cruise around Catalina. One 
was Dick Norris. Among other things, he 
is immortalized in that epic, Beast from 
20,000 Fathoms. He's the picturesque 
crewman who says, ‘Gulp!’ when the 
awesome beast swallows him and the 
aging scientist—diving bell and all. It’s the 
classic understatement of filmdom. The 
other actor was Britt Lomond. You will re- 
member him as the unlikable Spanish 
comandante in the Zorro series. 

No one ever seemed to have any mon- 
ey on these trips. | never had any money 








to speak of. I'd heard a lot about it but 
didn't have much actual contact with it. 
Norris and Lomond never had any money 
either—that they would admit to anyway. 
| always had the feeling that each of them 
got more in unemployment compensation 
than my annual salary. It didn’t seem 
quite fair because it was my boat we 
were cruising around on. (And, as a side 
note: If you’ve ever owned a boat you 
know that people who go out on other 
folks’ boats like to feel the gas tank is 
filled by osmosis.) 

Anyway, one long weekend we three 
cruised over to Avalon. Always short of 
money, we were going to live off the fat 
of the land. After a lot of lobster and aba- 
lone (an instance of overlapping sea- 
sons, | better add), we decided it was 
time for some red meat procured in the 
classic cliff-shot manner. But, by the time 
we actually got around to doing it, Norris 
and Lomond had developed other inter- 
ests. The worldly demeanor of those two 
glib actors was just too much for the Ava- 
lon beach girls to resist and the guys 
couldn't bear to pull themselves away. 
“You go get the goat, Anderson, we'll in- 
terview some cooks,” they said.

| was more hungry than lonely anyway. 
A roasting kid seemed pretty appealing 
right then. | rowed out to my boat and 
cruised down to the East End. Here, 
Steep cliffs rise above the water and a 
narrow rocky beach. | spotted three 
goats on the face of the cliff; one tender 
looking kid, one chewy looking nanny 
and a grizzly old ram. | drew a bead on 
the kid and squeezed off a shot. Missed! 

The kid scampered up and over the 
crest of the cliff before | could even re- 
cock. The nanny wasn't waiting around 
either. | got off one more shot before she 
jumped out of sight. A clean miss. Dinner 
was disappearing fast.

tender and delicious; that young nannies 
were OK and that old rams were tough as 
tires. But, hunger has a way of diminish- 
ing the negative aspects of the hunt. | fig- 
ured if | bagged the ram we could pound 
the steaks like abalone and eat for a 
month. | sighted in on the ram and fired. 
Whap! The ram froze for an instant and 
then peeled off into space. He didn't 
splash into the water as the old scenario 
related; he crashed down onto the rocky 
beach. | couldn’t just drive the boat over 
and hoist him aboard. I'd have to anchor 
and go get him. 

The anchorage in that immediate area 
isn’t very good. The bottom is shallow 
and sandy. | had to let out a lot of scope 
on the anchorline to get a good hook-up. 
Another problem was getting the ram out 
to the boat. | wasn’t sure he would float 
so | got out a BC to put on him. Then | 
stripped to my shorts and swam to shore. 

That goat was a lot bigger than | 
thought. | mean, he weighed something 
like 200 pounds. It was a real effort just 
to drag the carcass down the sloping 
beach. | put the BC on the goat, fastened 
it securely and blew it full of air. Then | 
dragged the ram out as far as | could and 
Started swimming. It wasn't easy. That 
goat was big and heavy and had a lot of 
resistance in the water. | couldn’t get a 
good kick either, because his legs were 
in the way. Thoughts of hungry sharks 
began to erode my waning macho.

Scuba Forum is one of more than 140 
electronic special interest forums that can 
be accessed through the CompuServe 
Information Service, the largest computer 
network in the country. As close as a lo- 
cal call, CompuServe can be accessed 
by almost any computer with a modem 
and communications software. Once on 
CompuServe, simply enter ‘‘Go Diving’’ 
at any prompt. Of course there is much 
more to CompuServe than just Scuba Fo- 
rum. You can shop, access news and fi- 
nancial information, book airline and ho- 
tel reservations, play real time games and 
even send electronic mail.

lery post established in the late 1890s 
to guard the entrance to Admiralty Inlet.

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time chief of the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. During his career Casey super- 
vised construction of many well known 
projects such as the Washington Monu- 
ment and the Library of Congress. 
Mounting of the guns at Fort Casey 
was completed by January 26, 1900 and 
included 19 guns and 16, 12 inch mor- 
tars. The real strength of the fort was the 
seven 10 inch guns mounted on disap- 
pearing carriages overlooking Admiralty 
Inlet. During the Civil War it was shown 
that guns, when exposed to the direct fire 
of ships, could not be kept in action. In 
1866 the disappearing carriage was es- 





tablished as a requirement for American 
defenses by the Army Board of Fortifica- 
tion. Guns of this type were withdrawn 
behind a thick concrete parapet after 
each round was fired. The first test firing 
at Fort Casey was performed on Septem- 
ber 11, 1901. 

After World War | the weapons and 
strategy used at the fort had been sur- 
passed in technology. Ships became less 
vulnerable as a result of heavier armor 
and improved damage repair. Newer 
vessels aided by rapidly developing air 
power brought about new military strate- 
gy that finally resulted in coastal forts,

such as Fort Casey, becoming obsolete. 
After World War | Fort Casey was placed 
on caretaker status. All armament was 
scrapped and melted down for other pur- 
poses between 1922 and 1945. 

WW Il brought new life to the fort and 
it was reactivated as a training center. 
Barracks were rebuilt and anti-aircraft 
guns mounted in the old emplacements. 

In 1950 Fort Casey was once again 
placed in caretaker status when it could 
no longer be used in any military capac- 
ity. In 1956 the GSA sold it to the State of 
Washington to be used as a state histori- 
cal park. In 1968 two three inch rapid fire 
guns and two 10 inch disappearing car- 
riage guns were procured from Fort Wint 
in the Philippines. They are now on dis- 


play at Fort Casey. 

In 1971 the Washington State Parks 
and Recreation Commission established 
an underwater park at the fort. A jetty 
serving as a breakwater for the Whidbey 
Island to Port Townsend ferry run marks 
the western boundary. The eastern 
boundary is marked by an abandoned 
wharf approximately 700 feet from the 
jetty. Although the park is classified as an 
‘‘underwater recreational area’ in which

divers are prohibited from injuring or im- 
pairing the natural beauty or usefulness 
of the area, divers are not legally prohib- 
ited from spearfishing or gathering ma- 
rine life if this is done in accordance with 
Department of Fish and Game regula- 
tions. Nevertheless, owing largely to peer 
pressure to conserve and protect park re- 
sources for future enjoyment by the div- 
ing community, divers over the years 
have voluntarily refrained from spearfish- 
ing and collecting marine life here. This 
‘look but don’t take’’ philosophy is re- 
sponsible for the park's becoming one of 
the most exciting and popular shore 
dives in the state. 

The most heavily dived area of the park 
is the jetty that extends 75 yards into Key- 
stone Harbor. This is comprised of loose- 
ly piled boulders of gigantic proportions, 
creating an incredible underwater pano- 
rama for the wide angle photographer. 





Divers enter the calm water near the rock 
jetty at Fort Casey Underwater Park. 
The boulders are blanketed by pure white 
plumose anemones, giving the appear- 
ance of a snow covered mountain slope. 
The cobble bottom gradually descends to 
a depth of 60 feet at the end of the jetty. 
Extreme caution must be taken when div- 
ing here during periods of large tidal ex- 
change. Wicked currents sweep seaward 
that, at times, are so strong the diver’s 
only means of return is by grasping the 
rocks and pulling himself/herself hand- 
over-hang to the shallows. This can be 
quite difficult for the photographer trying 
to protect camera equipment from dam- 
age. To best enjoy diving the jetty, begin 
your dive 20 minutes before high slack 
tide when the current is minimal and visi- 
bility is enhanced by the incoming tide. 

The fish on the jetty are large, plentiful 
and arrogant in their awareness that div- 
ers leave their spearguns at home. 
Schools of shiny sea perch faithfully pa- 
trol the shallows. Yellow and blue spotted 
kelp greenlings dominate the bottom all 
the way to the end of the jetty and are co- 
operative photographic subjects. Ling- 
cods, also members of the greenling fam- 
ily, are commonly seen guarding their 
eggs. Many other species of fish reside 
on the jetty including cabezons, gunnels, 
painted greenlings, black-eye gobies, the 
brilliantly colored red Irish lords and a 
wide variety of rockfish. Away from the 
jetty on the sandy flats, divers regularly 
spot flounders and, on occasion, ratfish 
and skates, relatives of the shark.

In addition to its incredibly diverse fish 
life, the jetty is also home to myriads of 
decorator crabs, pacific pink scallops, 
coon stripe shrimp, sea Cucumbers, ur- 
chins and multicolored seastars. 

The jetty is truly an aquatic wonderland 
and the primary attraction of the park. To 
fully experience the beauty of the park, 
however, the pilings of the abandoned 
wharf and their surroundings at the east- 
ern boundary is a dive that must not be 
missed. Strong currents sweep through, 
creating an ideal environment for filter 
feeding marine life that transforms the pil- 
ings into dazzling columns of colors. 

Diving the wharf at slack tide is not as 
critical as it is when diving the jetty. Un- 
like the current that sweeps seaward over 
the jetty, the current that flows through 
the wharf moves parallel to the shoreline 
and is slowed by the pilings themselves. 

The wharf complements the jetty nice- 
ly. The shallow depth around it makes it 
a perfect second dive after exploring the 
deeper jetty. While the jetty is a wide an- 
gle photographer's delight, the wharf is a 
macrophotographer’s dream. Inverte- 
brate life is everywhere. The pilings are 





The shallow water below the abandoned 


wharf is a haven to invertebrates. 
covered by giant acorn barnacles with or- 
ange ‘‘lips’’ between the paired ‘“‘beaks”’ 
that are exposed during feeding. 

Surrounding the barnacles and cover- 
ing nearly every inch of those pilings, tak- . 
ing the brunt of the current flow, are vivid 
orange hydroids that make spectacular 
macro subjects. Hydroids are common 
life forms at the wharf and perhaps the 
most beautiful is the pink tubularian (/7u- 
bularia crocea). |hese creatures are gen- 
erally found in clusters attached to almost 
any solid object in shallow water. Single 
polyps sit high on sparsely branched 
Stalks. Each polyp has a set of short, 
threadlike tentacles around its mouth and 
longer ones around the base. Clusters of 
pink grapelike reproductive organs give 
this hydroid its color. 

Where tubularian hydroids are found, 
so will the diver find the red gilled nudi- 
branch, this hydroid’s most voracious 
predator. These invertebrates are small, 
reaching a maximum length of only one 
and one-half inches (82mm). Although 
called the red gilled nudibranch, the pro- 
jections on its back are not gills but in- 
stead contain slender extensions of the 
gut. When the nudibranch feeds on the 
hydroid it incorporates the hydroid’s

stinging cells (nematocysts) into the tis- 
sues of these projections so they can ex- 
plode on contact just as they would in the 
hydroid’s tentacles. The wharf harbors 
many varieties of nudibranchs including 
the yellow sea lemon (Anisodoris nobilis), 
the orange-tipped (7riopha catalinae), the 
ringed (Discodoris sandiegenis) and the 
alabaster (Dirona albolineata). 

The bottom beneath the wharf Is alive 
with movement and color. Thousands of 
multicolored hermit crabs scavenge the 
rock-strewn floor. Finger-sized coralline, 
longfin and snubnose sculpins scurry 
about and are challenging photographic 
subjects. Telia anemones in beautiful 
pastels and countless purple feather- 
duster worms give the wharf the appear- 
ance of an undersea flower garden. Di- 
vert your attention from the bottom for a 
second and you are likely to see a pulsat- 
ing jellyfish gracefully riding the current

or a school of sleek tubesnout fish mean- 
dering past. The highlight of any dive at 
the underwater park is an encounter with 
the giant Pacific octopus. An expert cam- 
ouflage artist, the intelligent but shy octo- 
pus will only occasionally be spotted in 
the open by observant divers. 

The richness of its sealife and its kalei- 
doscope of colors has truly made Fort 
Casey Underwater Park one of Puget 
Sound’s premier dive sites. To accom- 
modate the many divers who travel from 
all over the Pacific Northwest to visit it, as 
well as the many diving instructors who 
conduct classes here and their students, 
changing rooms with coin-operated hot 
showers have been installed along with 
an outdoor freshwater shower for rinsing 
gear. There is ample parking available, 
although the prime parking spots nearest 
the beach are usually filled on weekends 
by 9:00 am. Air fills and gear rentals are 
available at Whidbey Divers, a full service

dive shop in Oak Harbor approximately 
10 miles from Fort Casey. 

For divers vacationing on Whidbey Is- 
land, Fort Casey State Park has 35 camp- 
sites with modern restrooms, two miles of 
beach, a saltwater boat launch, picnic 
area and an interpretive center containing 
displays of Fort Casey’s history. The cen- 
ter is a converted lighthouse that has 
stood atop Admiralty Head as a beacon 
for passing ships since the 1890s. 

The old adage ‘‘getting there is half the 
fun’ is true for Fort Casey. There are 
three major access routes. On the south- 
ern end of the island, a 20 minute ferry 
ride connects to the mainland at Mukilteo, 
about 30 miles north of Seattle. A well 
maintained highway stretches the length 
of the island through rolling ranch and 
farm land and lush stands of evergreen 
timber. To the west loom the Olympic 
Mountains and to the east the Cascade 
range. Deer, blue herons and bald eagles 
are commonly seen here. The drive north 
will take you through the 17,000 acre 
Ebey’s Landing National Historical Re- 
serve, which includes the farm land of 
Ebey’s Prarie, Ebey’s Landing State 
Park, Fort Casey, Fort Ebey and historic 
Coupeville, one of the oldest towns in the 
State of Washington. 

On the north, Whidbey Island is con- 
nected to the mainland by the Deception 
Pass Bridge, which spans a spectacular 
chasm of raging water with currents 
reaching up to eight Knots during maxi- 
mum tidal runs. The panoramic view 
while crossing the bridge is one of the 
most beautiful in the state. 

On the west coast near the center of 
the island, ferries link Keystone on Whid- 
bey Island with Port Townsend on Wash- 
ington’s Olympic Peninsula. This is a 
good access route when traveling north 
on the coast or south from Vancouver Is- 
land, British Columbia and crossing the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca on the Victoria to 
Port Angeles ferry. 

The underwater park at Fort Casey will 
continue to delight those Pacific North- 
west divers privileged to behold its won- 
ders, provided the diving community and 
state park authorities remain true to their 
commitment to preservation and protec- 
tion. To ensure that its marine life contin- 
ues to flourish, a proposal is now before 
the Washington Parks and Recreation 
Commission to reclassify the underwater 
park as an ‘underwater natural area,”’ 
which would prohibit the collection of ma- 
rine life and fishing by any method and 
would encourage nonconsumptive activi- 
ties such as underwater photography. 
When it considers this proposal, hopeful- 
ly the commission will recognize that Fort 
Casey Underwater Park is a very special 
place worthy of very special treat- 
Ment. >

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lILearned About Diving From That 
Alaska Lesson

Fv spring the Japanese buy kelp laden 
with herring eggs. This is considered a 
delicacy and good money is paid for it. Since 
Alaskan kelp can be harvested only by hand, 
it is collected by divers. 

For two weeks of work the previous year a 
friend of mine had made close to $5,000. 
When he told me the exciting story and offered 
me a partnership, | jumped at the opportunity. 
He had the boat and all | had to do was come 
up with a hookah pump. 

To make a long story short, Walt could not 
make the trip. However, | did meet the captain 
of a fishing vessel who was looking for a diver 
with a hookah pump and | had one. Our mutual 
needs started our friendship. 

The captain’s sister-in-law was to be my div- 
ing partner. She was a short, fragile looking la- 
dy whose ability | questioned upon first sight. 
She was a realtor by profession from the lower 
48 states and had come up specifically for the 
herring harvest. She had little diving experi- 
ence but a lot of enthusiasm. We gathered in 
Whittier, Alaska, where the boat was docked 
and navigated Prince William Sound to Valdez 
where the opening would take place. 

To determine when to open the herring roe 
season, the Alaskan Department of Fish and 
Game takes samples of the kelp in different 
areas around Valdez and watches the devel- 
opment of the eggs. Officials then decide how 
much should be taken from where, when. 

Twice it was prematurely announced that 
the season was about to open, but it didn't. 
This meant we spent a lot of idle time and mon- 
ey hanging around in Valdez. 

During the wait | discovered my partner 
could not actually dive. Although | used to 
teach scuba diving in Southern California, | 
could not really help her because she was 
afraid of all the equipment and, to be more 
specific, the water. Different divers from differ- 
ent fishing vessels took turns trying to help her 
get used to the water. She did manage to get 
into her drysuit and, while floating on her back 
atop the water, breathe from her regulator. | re- 
alized it would be light years before she would 
dare stick her hand into a bed of kelp full of ti- 
ny sea creatures, blindly cut the kelp at its 
roots and stuff it, sea creatures and all, into an 
oversized goodie bag. 

As the season’s opening dragged on, so did 
tales of its duration. With so many boats in the 
area it was predicted the season would last 
only two or three days: The herring roe in the 
area was not as thick as expected. 

Fish and Game finally opened the season 
about ten miles out of Valdez. Our first day 
was a total fiasco. As the captain and | were 
ignorant of the locations for picking kelp, we 
decided not to follow the other boats that clus- 
tered in a few small bays. Instead, we scouted 
new bays for the bonanza kelp bed we never 
quite found. 


The second day did not start off much bet- 
ter. We began our search in a picturesque 
cove surrounded by spruce trees with the tall 
peaks of mountains in the background. It was 
populated by a lone spotted seal. | jumped into 
the water and sank about 40 feet to the bot- 
tom. It was sandy, with little clumps of hair kelp 
clustered around scattered rocks. 

| was moving toward shallower water, 
breathing heavily from the hookah rig and tot- 
ing the hose along behind me. | exhaled com- 
pletely and slowly took a long hard breath of 
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Kelp laden with herring eggs is weighed 
dockside. The kelp is harvested by divers. 
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air. | noticed | was breathing faster in the cold, 
deep and much darker water. | had exhaled 
fully and when | tried to inhale | got no air. It 
was as if my lungs had run into a brick wall. 
My lungs were deflated and | really needed 
some air. But, though | was working hard, it 
was like trying to suck through a straw that 
was blocked off at the other end. 

When | realized | was not going to get any 
air out of the regulator, | looked to the dark wa- 
ter overhead and shot upward. | did not have 
to worry about exhaling little bubbles to avoid 
air embolism as | had no air in my lungs. As 
| kicked upward, slowly the outline of the sur- 
face came to view. When | could see the sky 
reflected in the rippling surface, | began to re- 
lax slightly. 

However, it seemed no matter how hard | 
kicked | couldn't get any closer. | did not pan- 
ic, but it suddenly occurred to me that | still had 
50 pounds of weight around my waist and my 


suit was deflated and very heavy. 

| reached down for the weightbelt with my 
three fingered gloves and unfastened the 
buckle. The belt fell right off. So much for hold- 
ing the weights away from my body. 

| shot for the surface, exploded from the wa- 
ter, raised my arm straight up into the air, took 
one big breath and hollered for help. 

For a moment | felt buoyant and relieved as 
| watched the faces gathered on the port side 
of the boat stare at me and move back and 
forth. | gulped down air feverishly. 

Suddenly, as if a sea monster had taken 
hold of my fins, | felt myself being pulled down 
under the water again. Before | knew what 
happened, | was submerged with my cheeks 
puffed out with my last breath of air. | kicked 
for my life and broke the surface again, holler- 
ing for help. Once again | was pulled under. | 
fought with arms and legs, bobbing up and 
down. | realized | could get a breath of air 
when | really needed one but | didn't know how 
long that would go on. 

The captain got into his small rowboat—tied 
alongside the vessel—and came out to rescue 
me. | clutched the gunwales with the tenacity 
of an octopus and pulled myself into the skiff. 
This last tremendous leap finally released me 
from the bottom. 

| was not panicked, but | was exhausted. 

When | got back to the boat, we figured out 
what had happened. The borrowed air hose 
had three pieces, each with a quick discon- 
nect. The tender aboard the boat was belaying 
the hose out when it apparently struck the side 
of the boat and snapped loose. This left me 
without an air source. The monster pulling me 
under the water had been my weightbelt. It had 
slid down the hose, pinning it to the bottom. 

| had practiced emergency ascents both as 
a Student and as an instructor but | forgot to 
hold onto the belt and make sure it dropped 
away from me. Later | could only think of ex- 
cuses for not doing so. 

If I'd thought of it at the time, | could've dis- 
connected the hose from my suit. | would then 
have been free of the hose completely. But, | 
wasn't into thinking, only trying to breathe. 

Not wanting to quit diving, especially after a 
two week delay and being the only diver 
aboard, we taped the quick-releases back to- 
gether. | jumped back into the water and re- 
trieved my weightbelt. Then | asked the captain 
to move into the group of other boats and let 
me dive for the kelp where everyone else was. 

When the day ended at 6:00 pm we had 
more than a ton of kelp aboard. | felt good 
about that and hoped | had learned my lesson. 
In an emergency ascent, remove the weight- 
belt, hold it away from the body, then drop it. 
Secondly, be wary about using borrowed 
gear. You might save a few dollars in the short 
run, but in the long run you might not get the 
chance to return It. >
